It is to have a production capacity 
of 1.6 million tons a year, the 
prime minister said, calling it the ; 
Largest in the world. The cost of 
the project was not immediately- 
made public. 

Kabul jails 
French journalist 

ISLAMABAD (R)-— French jou- 
rnalist Jacques Abouchar, cap- 
tured in Afghanistan last month, 
was sentenced Saturday to 18 
years in prison for entering the 
country illegally, state-run Radio 
Kabul said. Mr. Abouchar was 
arrested Sept. 17 near the 
Pakistan- Afghan border when the. 
guerrilla unit he was travelling 
with was ambushed by Afghan 
and Soviet forces. His colleagues 
escaped. 

Tanker sinks 
near Oman 

MUSCAT (R) .— The 
Panamanian-registered oil tanker 
Rover Star sank in the Gulf of 
Oman Saturday, five days after it 
was almost. broken in half by a 
mystery explosion, shipping sou- 
rces said. The 25,500-ton vessel 
went down in 1,800 fathoms of 
water some 20 miles off the 
Omani capital Muscat. Irwas tra- 
velling mfraHasi at the time of the 
explosion and there is no danger 
of pollution, environmental off- 
icials said.

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CAIRO (Agencies) — His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan Saturday began an 
official fotnr-day visit to Egypt — the first by 
a senior Jordanian leader to Cairo alter the 
resumption ■ last month of Jordanian-, 
Egyptian diplomatic relations. 


Prince Hassan, who is acc- 
ompanied by Her Highness Pri- 
ncess Sarvath and a high-level 
delegation, told reporters upon 
arrival that be thought the recent 
resumption of diplomatic rel- 
ations between the two states 
would help in tbe search for a sol- 
ution to the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

Reporters asked Prince Hassan 
if he expected the renewal of rel- 
ations would lead to new moves in 
the Arab- Israel dispute. He said 
Jordan’s position had not changed 
in that h still supported U.N. Res- 
olution 242, calling for Israeli wit- 
hdrawal from occupied territories, 
and it still believed in “joint Arab 
action on the peace front” 

“Naturally, our relations with 
Egypt will help in tbe coming 
phase,” he added. 

The Crown Prince and the acc- 
ompanying delegation, which inc- 
ludes Court Minister Adrian Abu 
Odeh, Industry, Trade and Tou- 
rism Minister Jawad A1 Anani, 
Agriculture Minister Mohammad

the Kingdom’s team to a seminar 
on scientific cooperation between 
Egypt and Jordan, were welcomed 
on arrival by Egyptian Prime Min- 
ister Kama] Hassan Ali, members 
of tbe Egyptian cabinet and senior 
officials. 

The seminar on Jordanian- 
Egyptian scientific cooperation 
opened at Saturday noon at the 
Ministry of Agriculture in Cairo. 

At the outset of the session 
Egyptian Agriculture Minister 
Yusuf Wali made a speech wel- 
coming Prince Hassan and paying 
tribute to the technical and sci- 
entific cooperation between 
Egypt arid Jordan.

Tbe seminar is a follow-up to 
one held in Amman last April and 
attended- by Egyptian specialists 
and delegates from Jordanian uni- 
versities under the rfruirmanship 


of Prince Hassan. 

The seminar dealt with coo- 
peration between Jordan and 
Egypt in agriculture and in arms 
production, Mr. Ali said.. 

In a speech Prince Hassan at the 
sp-minar outlined the principles 
that should govern scientific and 
technological programmes. 

He said: “We held our first 
meeting in Amman when tbe rel- 
ations between the two countries 
were still not normal. But today 
we hold our seminar as normal 
relations are fully restored. 

“I must refer here that before 
and after the resumption of nor- 
mal relations the seminars were 
and still are a practical translation 
of our true desire to seek formulas 
for cooperation that would ensure 
continuous progress in con- 
structive woik. 

“Cooperation should be based 
on responsible and realistic con- 
cepts so that we can both attain 
concrete results benefiting both 
countries and achieve success. We 
should overcome all elements of 
discouragement which tend to 
weaken joint Arab action in var- 
ious fields.” 

Prince Hassan also stressed the 
need for establishing a sound tec- 
hnological and scientific inf- 
rastructure that can meet national 
requirements and help Arab states 
to overcome future problems. 

He said: “ We should embark on 
efforts aimed at transferring mod- 
em technology to our peoples in a

A HIGH-LEVEL delegation rep- 
resenting the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) is expected to 
visit Amman soon to discuss the 
latest developments in the Pal- 
estinian arena and Jordanian- 
Palestinian coordination, well- 
informed PLO sources said here 
Saturday. The delegation, which 
will include PLO Executive 
Committee member Mahmoud 
Abbas (Abu Mazen) and K. haled 
Al Hassan(Abu Al Saeed), mem- 
ber of the. Central Committee of 
Fateh, the biggest commando 
movement within the PLO, will 
also brief Jordanian leaders on tbe 
outcome of intensive inter-PLO 
talks here during the past two 
weeks on convening the much- 
delayed 17th session of the Pal- 
estine. National Council (PNC), 
the Palestinian parliament- 


in-exile, the sources said. 

The sources also revealed that 
representatives of six PLO fac- 
tions will meet on Thursday, Oct- 
25, to finalise a date for convening 
tbe PNC. 

The report of the impending 
visit of the PLO delegation to- 
Amm an coincided with a sta- 
tement in Doha by PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat that the PNC will be 
called to session either in Amman 
or the Iraqi capital of Baghdad. 
Mr. Arafat also told a news con- 
. fere nee Saturday in the Qatari 
capital that the PLO has sent a 
written assessment of its concept 
of a Jordanian-Palestinian con- 
federation and was awaiting the 
Kingdom's own assessment. 

The delay in convening the 
PNC, the highest Palestinian 
decision-making body, has been a 
major obstacle in tbe ongoing 
Jordanian-Palestinian talks aimed 
at coordinating political, moves in 


efforts for peace in the Middle 
East. 

Syrian-backed factions of the 
PLO are demanding that Mr. Ara- 
fat step down as the organisation’s 
chairman before the PNC con- 
venes, and intense talks have been 
under way since early this year to 
settle the differences and call the 
council to session. However, in the 
face of the tough stand adopted by 
the Syrian-backed factions and by 
Syria itself tbe PLO leadership has 
not been able to gather tbe req- 
uired quorum or find the venue for 1 
the planned PNC session.

Pope not planning Israeli diplomatic ties 


VATICAN CITY (AP>— Vatican 
.and U.S. sources on Saturday bru- 
shed aside reports that Pope John 
Paul 11 has decided “in principle” 
to establish diplomatic ties bet- 
ween the Holy See and Israel. 

A U.S. television network, 
NBC. quoting an unidentified 
“key American diplomat,” rep- 
orted on Friday that the Vatican 
was “reviewing its policy" toward 
Israel. It said Ambassador Wil- 
liam A. Wilson, the U.S. envoy to 
the Holy See, had bees told of the 
Pope’s decision by a Vatican-, 
based Po'-i i archbishop last week. 

However, the Vaqpan spo- 
kesman, the Rev. Romeo Pan- 
droti, said no such meeting took 
place last week between Mr. Wil- 


son and Archbishop Andrzej 
Maria Deskur, who is close to the 
Polish-bom pontiff. 

Otter Vatican sources, reached 
by the Associated Press, said they 
know of no possible change in the 
Vatican’s policy toward Israel. 

The NBC report also said the 
U.S. government, through its 
embassy to the Vatican, had enc- 
ouraged the Holy See to establish .. 
diplomatic relations with the Jew- - 
ish state. 

But the report was termed 
“completely false" by Peter Mur-* 
phy, minister Counselor at tbe 
U.S. embassy to the Vatican. 

“Neither the White House nor 
tbe State Department has ins- 
tructed us to encourage the Vat- 


ican to make such a move,” Mr. 
Murphy told the Associated Press. 

He said Mr. Wilson was never 
been informed of any possible 
shift in the Vatican’s policy toward 
Israel. “In fact, we were told by 
responsible Vatican officials that 
the policy remains unchanged,” 
Mr. Murphy said. 

In Washington, a State Dep- 
artment spokesman, Brian Car- 
lsons, said Friday evening be had 
no information on any c h a n ge in 
Vatican policy. 

The Holy See has diplomatic 
relations with 111 nations, ran- 
ging from communist Yugoslavia 
to Muslim Iran, but has never had' 
such formal relations with Israel.

K U W AIT ( AP)— The Kremlin leadership was reported Saturday 
to be trying to arrange a rapprochement between Syria and Iraq, 
which are ruled by rival wings of the Arab Baath Socialist Party.

Activists 
call for 
political 
parties

AMMAN — A group of Jordanian 
political activists have urged par- 
liament to debate the return of the 
political party system in the cou- 
ntry. saying the absence of leg- 
alised political parties has led to 
the dissipation of political work 
and failure to involve the people in 
the political process. 

In a memo to the speaker and 
members of the Lower House of 
Parliament, the group also called 
for the amendment of the 1960 
Elections Law “to provide more 
effectiveness,” and suggested a 
new law for municipalities in the 
Amm an region. 

The memo, signed by a group 
known to belong to the Unionist 
Democratic Association — a pol- 
itical party banned by the gov- 
ernment— said that the way sho- 
uld be open for “responsible gro- 
ups of citizens” to son out election 
programmes that clarity national 
policies and social relations. 

The group called on parliament 
to reconsider the 1955 law which 
bans political parties in the Kin- 
gdom. 

“ It is clear now that in all par- 
liamentary countries political par- 
ties play an important national 
role in dealing with the legislative 
and executive authorities,” the 
memo said. 

It added that Jordan should 
benefit from past experiences in 
the democratic process to achieve 
the basis that provide for healthy 
and effective parliamentary life. 

According to the petition, the 
current election law “is inc- 
apable" of absorbing vote reg- 
istration potentials and does not 
.help properly represent the pol- 
itical opinion of Jordanians in the 
East Bank. 

“The Jordanian Constitution is 
still the best way to identify the 
relationship- between the lea- 
dership and the people,” said the 
petition. 

The memo said, the Election 
Law should always be subject to 
revisions and amendments and 
that in the current state “the nat- 
ural and reasonable way to con- 
tinue is to prepare tile country for 
general elections within the next 
few years.” 

The memo was signed by Jamal 
Shaer, Na’iia Rash dan, Ghazi- 
.Qasem, Talal Omari, Wajih Bar- 
akat, Kamel Abdallat, Ja' far Tofr- 
qan. Mohammad Mas’oud. Ada- 
,wiya AJami, Ibrahim Attour, 
Mohammad Taher, Bassam 
Abbas. Faisal Kan'aan, Carlos 
Dr mess, Anwar Hadid, Odeh 
Halteh, Abdul Salam Qamhawi 
and Abdul Karim Dabbas. 

During the Lower House last 
session before tbe summer recess;, 
the hotest session in the last tenn, 
17 deputies forcefully called for 
legalising of political parties, the 
lifting of the martial law imposed 
on the country since 1967 and for 
more democratic and con- 
stitutional freedoms. 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Ira- 
nian forces on Saturday occupied 
a mountainous range previously 
held by Iraqi troops northeast of 
here, but the Iraqis said they cou- 
nter attacked and “liberated all 
positions occupied by the enemy.”

PLO seeks 
world help 
to protect 
Palestinian 
educational 
institutions

AMMAN — The Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) has 
urged the United Nations Edu- 
cational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organisation (UNESCO) to use 
all in its power to make Israel 
comply with earlier UNESCO 
resolutions concerning education 
in tbe Israeli-occupied Arab ter- 
ritories. 

The appeal was made by Dr. 
Hanna Nasir. head of PLO’s del- 
egation to tbe International Edu- 
cation Office conference currently 
being held in Geneva. 

Dr. Nasir, who returned to 
Amman Saturday, said he add- 
ressed the meeting about IsraePs 
arbitrary measures against Arab 
educational institutions under its 
occupation and against the tea- 
chers and students alike. 

“Despite previous UNESCO 
rulings and resolutions calling on 
Israel to desist from such arbitrary 
actions tbe Zionist state has pur- 
-sued its repressive measures with 
disregard to international public 
opinion,” Dr. Nasir.told the mee- 
ting. 

Dr. Nasir said the Israeli aut-. 
horities closed the Najab Uni- 
versity in Nablus several months' 
ago in a bid to disrupt education 
and deny Arab students the cha- 
nce for education. He appealed to 
the UNESCO-sponsored con- 
ference to do all it can to ensure 
the resumption of studies at the 
university which offers education 
to more than 3,000 students. 

Dr. Nasir, who is also a member 
of the PLO Executive Committee, 
said U.S. financial and material 
support to Israel has encouraged 
the Zionist state to defy UNESCO 
resolutions.

A ranking Iraqi field com- 
mander confirmed Friday that the 
latest Iranian attack was aimed at 
Iranian territories held by the Ira- 
qis but termed the Iranian off- 
ensive “a tactical operation” 
aimed at diverting the attention 
from Iranian “preparations to att- 
ack in the south.”

Iraq hands over PoWs, 
says Iran reneged on deal 


ANKARA (R) — Iraq said Sat- 
urday it had handed over 100 Ira- 
nian prisoners-of-war at Ankara 
airport and accused Tehran of 
reneging on a promise to release' 
73 Iraqis in exchange. 

A statement by the Iraqi emb- 
assy to Reuters said Iran failed to 
keep a promise to exchange the 
prisoners at noon (0900 GMT). 

Tehran Radio said Saturday its 
repatriation of 74 disabled Iraqi 
prisoners had been postponed and 
blamed tbe International Com- 
mittee of Red Cross (ICRC). 

The Iraqi statement said: 
“Under the agreement the Iraqi 
plane landed at the airport bri- 
nging 100 prisoners. Then the Ira- 
nian plane was seen to arrive. But 
it was also learned that the Iranian 
plane was empty.... 

“The Iraqi state, following its 


humanitarian policy, had one- 
sidedly fulfilled its obligation.” 

It said the exchange had been 
arranged by the Red Cross, and 
said the organisation expressed its 
regret over Saturday’ s dev- 
elopment. 

The Tehran Radio statement 
Friday followed a row over the 
issue between Iran and the ICRC. 

The ICRC has accused Iran of 
failing in its obligations under the 
Geneva Convention on prisoners 
of war to repatriate prisoners as 
quickly as possible. 

In Geneva, an ICRC spo- 
kesman denied Iranian acc- 
usations that the Red Cross was 
delaying the repatriation of the 73 
disabled Iraqi prisoners. Tehran 
Radio said Friday the repatriation 
bad been postponed and blamed 
the ICRC for causing the delay. 


Moscow denies violating arms 
control accords, assails U.S. 


MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet 
Union Saturday denied U.S. cha- 
rges that it had violated arms con- 
trol accords and said the acc- 
usations were intended to cam- 
ouflage Washington's own bre- 
aches of agreements between the 
two sides. 

In an official statement. TASS 
news agency said Moscow had 
adhered strictly to all the weapons 
treaties it had signed while the 
U.S. had either flouted them or 
was trying to undermine them. 

The statement was in reply to a 
report submitted to Congress by 
President Reagan on Oct. 10 acc- 
using Moscow of having breached 
treaties on chemical arms and 
anti-ballistic missile systems and 
“probably” having violated the 
SALT-2 strategic arms accord. 

“This is nothing but an open 
political forgery,” TASS said. 

" At a time when the USSR str- 
ictly and unswervingly observes 
the treaties and agreements it has 
signed, practical actions have been 
and are being taken on the part of 
the U.S. aimed at circumventing 


and directly violating its int- 
ernational obligations.” 

The statement said the report 
showed the Reagan adm- 
inistration was resorting to ” uns- 
eemly methods” — “namely to 
ascribe to the other side its own 
misdeeds in order to try to cam- 
ouflage this kind of conduct.” 

The statement charged that the 
U.S. had breached the SALT-2 
accord by deploying medium- 
range missiles in Europe and that 
new violations were already “pro- 
grammed" into Washington's mil- 
itary build-up.

No misunderstanding 
with Algeria, France says 


ALGIERS (Agencies) — France 
said Saturday after President Fra- 
ncois Mitterrand visited Algeria 
that there was no mis- 
understanding between Algiers 
and Paris. 

Mr. Mitterrand apparently 
made the visit partly to help pla- 
cate irritation over two visits he 
made to neighbouring Morocco. 

The president’s spokesman 
Michel Vauzelle made the com- 
ment after Mr. Mitterrand had 
four hours of talks with Algerian 
President Chadli Benjedid.

Shultz: Negotiations only 
path for Mideast peace 


LOS ANGELES (USIA)— U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
called for negotiations to resolve 
the Arab- Israeli conflict. 

Addressing the Los Angeles 
World Affairs Council Oct. 19, 
the secretary said that" the history 
of the past decade shows that neg- 
otiations. work." But. he cau- 
tioned. “there are no short-cuts... 
for direct negotiations between 
the parties, which is the only way 
that lasting progress will ever be 
achieved." 

Mr. Shultz told the gathering 


that President Ronald Reagan's 
1982 Mideast peace initiative is 
the best approach. 

In his prepared remarks,- Mr. 
Shultz equated the U.S. com- 
mitment to the pursuit of peace to 
its commitment to Israel’s sec- 
urity: “Both are ironclad." 

Mr. Shultz voiced United States 
determination not to be driven out 
“of the Middle East by acts of ter- 
rorism. And he promised that the 
United States would continue to 
be “a reliable security partner to 
all our friends in the area."

Iraqis vote for new National Assembly 


BAGHDAD (R)— Iraqis went to 
the polls Saturday to elect a new 
250-seat National Assembly in 
the country’s first general ele- 
! ctions since the outbreak of the 
war with Iran four years ago. 

Government offices, shops and 
other public places were closed, 
and Baghdad Television showed 
large numbers of people voting. 
Pictures of candidates and pla- 
cards adorned the streets of the 
capital. 

The government allocated hun- 
dreds of buses to take people from 
remote areas to election centres to 
choose among the 786 candidates. 

More than seven million cit- 
izens. about half the population, 
were eligible to vote, with polling 
booths open for 12 hours. 

The assembly' s main duties inc- 
lude discussing draft laws. 

Revolutionary Command Cou- 
ncil (RCC) Vice-Chairman Izzat 
Ibrahim, headed a committee that 
supervised the campaign and che- 


cked and approved 'the names of 
each contestant. 

Residents said the campaign 
had been fought on personality 
and merit rather than on party pol- 
icies. War veterans standing for 
election highlighted their par- 
ticipation in the Gulf war. 

Eight ministers in the 23- 
member cabinet, including oil 
minister Qassetn Ahmad Taqi, 
were among the candidates, as 
well as 46 women, twice the num- 
ber in 1980. They included tbe 
bead of the Iraqi Women's Fed- 
eration, Manal Unis. 

Outgoing Assembly Speaker 
Naim Haddad, a senior member of 
the ruling Baath Party and 
secretary-general of tbe pro- 
government Progressive Patriotic 
and Nationalist Front, was not a 
candidate. No reason was given. 

Political observers believed he 
might be replaced by Saadoun 
Hammadi, minister of state at the 
presidency and a former foreign 
and oil minister, if elected. 


Egypt, Italy discuss 
military cooperation 


CAIRO (Agencies) — The Italian 
and 'Egyptian Defence Ministers. 
Giovanni Spadolini and Field- 
MaVshal Abdul Halim Abu Gha- 
zaia, said they discussed Saturday 
the possible supply of anti-mine 
vessels to Egypt and prospects for 
building a tank. 

Mr. Spadolini said after the 
90-minute meeting they discussed 
possible cooperation in military 
industries, adding ** in this way we 
could integrate the efforts of the 
industrial apparatus of the two 
countries.” 

Possible cooperation on bui- 
lding a tank was discussed. Mar- 
shal Abu Ghazala told reporters. 

Asked if the purchase of Italian 
anti-mine craft was raised, he said: 
“We have discussed this question 
among many others.” 

Marshal Abu Ghazala said rec- 
ently several countries were int- 
erested in helping Egypt acquire 


more such vessels. Italy took part 
in a recent hunt for mystery mines 
that damaged vessels in the Red 
Sea, along with the United States, 
France, Britain and the Soviet 
Union. 

Marshal Abu Ghazala said they 
also discussed the situation in the 
Middle East, the Gulf and the 
Horn of Africa. 

Mr. Spadolini arrived Friday on 
a four-day visit to Egypt. 

“ We had deep discussions on all 
matters relating to political, mil- 
itary and economic cooperation 
between our two countries,” the 
agency quoted the Italian minister 
as saying. 

Mr. Spadolini said the talks 
covered “ the field of joint military 
production and in this field there 
can be some kind of int- 
erdependence and coordination to 
serve the interests of the two cou- 
ntries.” 
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Ship’s captain missing 
after Gulf missile attack 


The elections were the second 
since 1958. There was no ass- 
embly until 1980. 

Polling took place Saturday 
despite a three-day-old Iranian 
offensive in the Seif Saad area, 
120 kilometres east of Baghdad. 

In the northern autonomous 
region of Kurdistan, which con- 
tains about 21 per cent of the pop- 
ulation, about 820,000 peojSe 
were eligible to elect 26 ass- 
emblymen, just over 10 per cent of 
tbe total. 

The region, with its own elected 
50-seat legislative council, was 
■established in 1977 under an acc- 
ord between the government and 
Kurds seeking autonomy. Council 
members could not run for the 
National Assembly. 

The K unis live in a wide area of ■ 
rugged country near the borders 
of Iraq, Iran and Turkey and have 
waged periodic campaigns against 
all three governments for greater 
self-rule. 


Egyptian 
press blasts 
Israel, Iran 

CAIRO .(R) — Egypt’s A1 Ahram 
newspaper said Saturday Israel 
was resorting to punitive measures 
in South Lebanon to prop up its 
negotiating position over an eve- 
ntual withdrawaL 

An editorial in the semi-official 
daily said collective punishments 
applied in Lebanon testified to the 
strength of resistance there. 

“These methods are an attempt 
to defend the continuation of agg- 
ression on Lebanon until Israel 
should be able to pick up the fruit 
of this aggression through neg- 
otiations which would fulfil the 
best possible gain for it under pre- 
sent circumstances,” it added. 

AI Gomhouifa said in its edi- 
torial that Iran’s new Gulf war off- 
ensive would achieve nothing but 
impede peace efforts. 

“ It is a bloody war which has no 
meaning, no military, political or 
logical purpose!." it said. 


BAHRAIN (R)— The captain of 
a diving support ship hit by a mis- 
sile in the Gulf Friday is missing 
and presumed dead, a spokesman 
for the owners said Saturday. 

There has been no trace of Cap- 
tain Geoffrey Worth, a New Zea- 
lander, since tbe 1,530-ton Pacific 
Protector was hit by a missile east 
of Qatar Friday morning, Peter 
.Fling, technical manager for the 
ship's owners, Swire Pacific Off- 
shore Services, told Reuters. 

Two other men — Chief Officer 
Gary Bryan from Britain and Fil- 
ipino crewman R. Lladoc were kil- 
led in the attack, he said by tel- 
ephone from Dubai. Another Fil- 
ipino crewman was recovering 
after surgery for a neck wound. 

The rest of the 1 9-man crew was 
unhurt They were rescued by the 
U.S. Navy frigate Stark and taken 
to B ahrain , a U.S. officer said 
Friday. * 

Mr. Fung said a fire aboard the 
vessel was now out and it was 
being towed to Dubai, where it 
was expected to arrive Sunday 
morning, for a damage ass- 
essment.

The explosion was believed to 
have been caused by gas in the 
tanks possibly being detonated by ^ 
static electricity, the sources said. ki 
- There was no apparent con- 
nection with the “ranker war” - 
between Iran and Iraq higher up 
the Gulf, they said. 

The tanker still has 150 tonnes 
of fuel on board and has been 
towed out to deep water by tbe 
Dutch tug Smit Rangoon because 
of the pollution danger if it breaks 
up, the sources said. 


Japanese engineers 
return home from Iran 


TOKYO (R) — About 470 Jap-. ; 
anese engineers employed at the 
Bandar Khomeini petrochemical 
complex in Iran returned from 
Tehran Saturday on board two 
chartered Iranian planes. 

Some 200 engineers had alr- 
eady returned earlier this month, 
leaving only a small number still in 
Iran. The engineers were eva- 
cuated from Bandar Khomeini to 
Tehran following an Iraqi air raid 
on the complex on Sept. 22. 

Ren Takemura, president of the 
Iranian Chemical Development 
Company (ICDC) and officials of 
the National Petrochemical Com- 
pany (NPC) in Tehran agreed on 
Thursday to allow the engineers to 
return. 

ICDC, the Japanese consortium 
effectively controlled by the Mit- 


sui Company,. and NPC are the 
partners of the S3 .5 billion joint 
project. 

Mr. Takemura, who arrived in 
Iran earlier this month for talks on 
suspending work on tbe complex, 
was quoted as saying at a press 
conference in Tehran on Thursday 
that there was no change in their 
basic policy of completing the pro- 
ject. 

He was quoted as- saying work 
would be resumed after the safety 
of workers were secured. 

Work at the complex had been 
halted by Iraqi attacks after the 
start of the Gulf war in September, 
1 980. Under pressure from Iran, 
the Japanese engineer's returned 
to Bandar Khomeini earlier this 
year to resume work.

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Nijm outlines schools project, 
road construction progress 


AMMAN (J.T.) -*■ Minister' of 
Public Wades Rayef Nijm said 
that the ministry has completed 
the major part of designs and con- 
tract documents for the sixth edu- 
cational project which will be 
completed before the middle of 
next year, according to an article 
published Saturday in die Arabic 
daily. Sawt A1 Shaab. 

The report added that the pro- 
ject comprises 16 new secondary 
schools, 31 new elementary sch- 
ools as well as the expansion of S3 
existing: schools. Tenders for this 
project will be floated in acc- 
ordance with the terms of a $40 
million loan from the World Bank, 
the minister said. 

Mr. Nijm pointed oat that the 
World Bank loan forms less than 
half the amount needed for the , 
project while the remaining amo- 
unt win be provided by the gov- 
ernment treasury, he added.. 


Regarding the Zarqa- 
Mafraq- Syrian borders road, Mr. 
Nijm said that the tender of the 52 
bn project was awarded in August 
and the contractor started work in 
September. The cost of the pro- 
ject, he said, is JD 8 .6 million to be 
financed by a loan from the Arab 
Fund for Social and Economic 
Development amounting to 4 mil- 
lion Kuwaiti dinars, while the rest 
of the project cost will be paid 
from the government treasury. 

Mr. Nijm said that the aim of 
constructing this road is to ease 
traffic congestion on the Jerash- 
Raxntha road which will be all- 
ocated for lorries instead of them 
passing through Amman, Zarqa 
and Xrbid. The road needs, '.iwo 
and a half years to be completed 
and it will link the south of the 
country with the north, the min- 
ister concluded.

Jordan to discuss European trade, 
cooperation relations in Brussels 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Upper House of Parliament 
(Senate) Saturday condemned a resolution made by 
the U.S. congress to the Reagan administration urg- 
ing the transfer of the U.S. embassy from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem. The House denounced in a statement the 
recommendation as a violation of international law 
and a defiance of the peace-loving nations and the 
norms of justice. 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Jordanian 
European Cooperation Council 
opens meetings in Brussels Tue- 
sday to discuss ways to overcome 
obstacles impeding the dev- 
elopment of trade between Eur- 
ope and Jordan. 

An official announcement iss- 
ued here Saturday said that the 
meetings will discuss economic, 
technical, and financial coo- 
peration between the two sides 
and will look into the prospect of 
increasing the volume of Jor- 
danian exports to the European 
Economic Community (EEC) 
countries and encouraging Eur- 
opean investment in Jordanian 
agricultural and industrial pro- 
jects in accordance with a bilateral 
agreement signed in 1977. 

The 1977 agreement also pro- 
vided for exempting European 
and Jordanian products entering 
either side from customs fees and 
called for bilateral cooperation m 
technology, scientific work and 
protection of the environment, the 
announcement said. 

A protocol which followed the 
q gnmg of the agreement allocated 
a sum of nearly JD 12.5 million for 
grants and long term loans to Jor- 
dan to help the country develop its 
agricultural, industrial, energy, 
human resources and technology 


sectors. 

_ In 1982, another protocol was 
signed between the two sides gra- 
nting Jordan JD 19.5 million in 
grants and easy long-term loans to 
help the country's overall dev- 
elopment 

Trade exchange 

A survey conducted on the 
trade exchange between Europe 
and Jordan since the signing of the 
1977 agreement indicates tha t 
trade and economic cooperation 
has registered constant progress. 
But the survey said that the bal- 
ance of trade was clearly tipped in 
Europe's favour. 

Jordan's exports, mainly pho- 
sphates and chemical fertilisers, 


have not shown a noticeable inc- 
rease, rising from JD 1 million in 
1977 to JD 8 million in 1983, but 
Jordan’s imports of European 
products rose in the same period 
from JD 163 million to JD 330 
million, the survey said.

Remarkable new book illustrates the strong 
personality and art of Princess Fahrelnissa Zeid

AMMAN — Throughout Her 
Highness Princess FahreLnissa- 
Z eld’s long artistic career, many 
people have been inspired to write 
a book about her life and work, 
such is the force of her personality, 
the' depth and scope of her exp- 
eriences. and the impact of her 
paintings on the art of the Twe- 
ntieth Century. But the task of 
gathering together the material 
for such a biography often proved 
too daunting a task for one person 
alone. 

So, in order to see the book they 
in particular had all been waiting 
for, the students of the Princess, 
who attend her institute here in 
Amman, decided to initiate the 
project themselves. After 18 
months of intensive work, the 
book “Fahrelnissa Zeid 1 ' is now in 
all the Amman bookshops and 
hotels. The book is also available 
in Paris and in the near future it 
will be available in London and 
New York. 

Published by tbe institute, the 
book is remarkable not only for its 
quality but that it contains page 
after glorious page of the most 
marvellous colour reproductions, 
about 100 in all, of the work of the 
Princess created over a period of 
more than 60 years from 1915 to 
1 983 . The book is dedicated to the 
French art critic, Charles Est- 
ienne, who was one of the first to 
have written about and enc- 
ouraged the development of Abs- 
tract Art and who was a dose per- 
sonal friend of the Princess. 

The book opens, after a veiy 
dramatic frontespiece which bears 
in Arabic one of the Princes^ 
famous quotations; “You must 
forget what you know, because 
what you know is what you have 
learned, but what you do not know 
is what you really are. It is the 
cosmic vibration that is within us 
and we do not perceive.” Then fol- 
lows several double page rep- 
roductions of some of the most 
original, intricate and powerful 
abstract paintings any artist has 
produced this century. 

Breathtaking pages 

After these rather breathtaking 


pages begins the text written by 
French art critic. Andre Paiinaud. 
In order to show the importance of 
the role the art of the Princess pla- 
yed during this epoch, Parinaud 
starts with a summary of the state 
of art in Post War Europe when 
what he terms the "Great Abs- 
tract Ait Battle" began, a battle 
which, with the aid of several now 
historic exhibitions in which the 
Princess participated, abstract art 
finally won. 

With excerpts from the quotes 
of the great art critics of the time 
such as Charles Estienne, Andre 
Maurois, Denys Chevalier. Rene 
Barotte and others, Parinaud 
demonstrates how highly her work 
was regarded and how central it 
was to the avant guarde thought of 
the time. 

A comprehensive biography of 
the life of the Princess and her 
many unique experiences would 
fill many books, not just one, and 
because this is essentially a book 
about her art, Parinaud restricted 
his biography to the events that 
directly affected her work. His 
own analysis of her paintings, spi- 
ced with her own bewitching sto- 
ries- about how they came into 
being, make the latter part of the 
text most enjoyable reading. The 
rest of the book is devoted to over 
90 full colour reproductions of her 
work. It is a beautiful book that 
almost does justice to tbe ast- 
onishing individual that inspired 
it. 

To celebrate the book’s pub- 
lication and distribution in 
Amman tbe Princess will be hol- 
ding a small private -signing cer- 
emony. This however will not be 
the first such ceremony held. Ear- 
lier this year, by a strange coi- 
ncidence the Prhxtess was asked to 
participate in an exhibition about 
Charles Estienne and the an of 
Paris between the years 1945 and 
1966, an exhibition that to some 
extent indicates the esteem in 
which Estienne is still held almost 
20 years after his premature death 
in 1966. 

Vital influence 


Of the 200 painters of this per- 
iod only 80 were chosen to rep- 
resent it and the organisers con- 


sidered the inclusion of the Pri- 
.ncess vital, not only because of the 
influence her work during those 
years, but because of her fri- 
endship with the reserved and 
highly ethical critic. The exh- 
ibition was arranged by Jean Cla- 
rence Lambert from the French 
Ministry of Culture, who came 
himself to Amman to ask the Pri- 
ncess to participate in the festival 
and to ask if they might make a 
short film about iter which would ' 
be and indeed was shown at the 
exhibition. 

The book “Fahrelnissa Zeid" 
came off the presses in time for the 
opening of the Estienne Festival, 
which tiie Princess attended. To 


celebrate its publication in Paris, 
Bernard Gherbrant organised a 
small exhibition of the Princess’ 
early work, gathered from col- 
lectors in Paris, at his gallery. “La 
Hune”. It was here that the Pri- 
ncess held a signing ceremony, 
surrounded by her lovely lit- 
hographs and her Parisian adm- 
irers. The book went on sale at the 
La Hune bookshop and was also 
available at the Estienne exh- 
ibition. 

On her way back to Amman, 
the Princess stopped off in her nat- 
ive Turkey where she was feted by 
friends and admirers and where 
she signed many more copies.

Amman stock exchange: Will it take off?

PRICES AND turnover pea- 
ked in Amman stock exchange 
during 1981 and the first five 
months of 1982 and plu- 
mmeted badly as of the last 
week of May and first week of 
June 1982. For 30 months 
since, the stock exchange rea- 
ched new- lows and has been 
moving from bad to worse. The 
question now is: Will it rec- 
over? 

The volume of daily tur- 
nover which used to exceed the 
JD 1 million mark is now run- 
ning at less than JD 150.000 
in an average day. 

The prevailing low prices 
make it very painful for stock 
holders to sell, because that 
means an inevitable loss. After 
a H, the prices may improve 
tomorrow; so why not wait? 

On the other hand, the con- 
tinued decline of the prices so 
far has failed to lure new buy- 


ers. It could be wiser in the opi- 
nion of the buyers that is, to 
wait until the prices go down 
more. 

The Amman stock exc- 
hange. which was once thought 
to be a mine for overnight pro- 
fits and easy money, proved to 
be as tough as any stock exc- 
hange in the world, capable of 
bringing the most sophisticated 
speculators down on their 
knees. 

The present lull in the fin- 
ancial market reflects the eco- 
nomic slowdown and the grim 
expectations in the whole area, 
especially the reduction of the 
Arab oil revenues and the nat- 
ural consequences in the form 
of cutbacks in Arab financial 
aid to Jordan, and the shr- 
inkingsize of the Arab markets 
available to Jordanian exports 
of goods and services. 

fn the past , extensive gov- 


ernment expenditure, support 
and indirect subsidies caused 
many Jordanian companies to 
prosper. That was made pos- 
sible when the inflow of aid was 
sufficient. The sobering new 
circumstances, however call for 
a sort of readjustment, whe- 
reby both the government and 
the private sector will have to 
re-evaluate their positions, and 
build a new, more balanced 
and objective relationship. 

Will the present recession in 
the Amman stock exchange 
come to an end, and when? My 
guess is as good (or as bad) as 
yours. The repetition of ove- 
rheated bullish buying which 
pushed the prices. up beyond 
reason three years ago is out of 
the question; but perhaps the 
prices are now too low to jus- 
tify fears of even lower prices. 
Many shares are selling below 
book value. Prices bottomed 


off and the shares of sound 
companies with efficient man- 
agement would have to adv- 
ance sooner or later. 

The present mood is evi- 
dently not in favour of inv-^ 
esting in shares. Investors are 
more inclined now to bank 
deposits, dollars or real estate. 
However, the extremely cheap . 
prices of the shares of sound 
companies will no doubt attract 
some investors and create str- 
onger demand - 

It is true that some Jordanian 
companies suffered a financial 
setback, having expanded to 
cater for the Iraqi market then 
abruptly losing that market, 
but we cannot generalise. 
Many other companies are in 
good shape, and have the pot- 
ential to grow and give good 
return and make a strong 
come-back. 

There is no doubt chat the 


stock exchange & in a way,- a 
barometer reflecting the ove- 
rall financial and economic 
atmosphere, but fliis statement 
could not be accepted without 
qualification. The prices in the 
stock exchange declined to 
almost 50 per cent of the high 
level it reached 30 months ago. 
The Jordanian economy, in 
contrast, continued to grow at a 
slower pace l>ut with no similar' 

- setbacks. 

If you are a dealer or a bro- ■ 
ker in the market you may like 
to think of the huge turnover 
and rising prices as signs of 
economic prosperity; but from 
the national economy’s point 
of view, it is not important whe- 
ther or not shares change hands 
at any price. It does not add to 
or subtract from national inv- 
estments. 

Sometimes the strong dem- 


and on shares reflects the lack 
of other opportunities to invest 
savings, such as what happened 
* in the Kuwaiti Manakb market. 
the prosperity of which did not 
benefit the. Kuwaiti economy 
nor reflect a real growth or pro- 
sperity until it crashed as was 
actually expected. No one can 
Haim that the rise and fell of’ 
the Manakh unofficial stock 
exchange of Kuwait actually 
reflected the true state of aff- 
airs of the Kuwaiti economy. 

Relatively speaking, the pri- 
ces of shares in the stock mar- 
ket are low now. The price/ 
earning ratio is in the order of 
eight to nine instead of the 
usua l 14 to 17, and the yield is 
well above six per cent instead 
of the usual four per cent. 

The financial indicators are 
ripe for a rally in our stock exc- 
hange.

THE CALL on parliament yesterday by a group of Jordanian 
political activists to debate the return of the political party 
system to Jordan is a legitimate one. It is also a logical step 
following the restoration of parliament itself. 

When His Majesty the King decided to recall the Lower 
House late last year, after a suspension that lasted for 10 years, 
Jordan was in great need of protecting its own constitutional 
life. Beyond that the elected representatives of the people had 
to be involved in deciding their own future at the critical 
juncture we were at then and still live today. 

Parliament was restored — and the move augured well for 
the future. But it was the beginning of a new political process 
and not an end in itself. Thus we have saved the country from 
an hitherto impending constitutional crisis, but we have just 
begun the search for the right political framework for our 
' country. Not forgetting that this also involves the wide-ranging 
questions and problems facing us in this part of the greater 
Arab Nation. 

By restoring parliament, our hopes and expectations were 
not only to discuss laws and by-laws and allow certain freedoms 
of speech and expression. Most Jordanians had hoped the step 
would be the precursor to a real democratic life in the country 
and a true attempt at popular participation in shaping our 
political and social life as well. VVe have moved closer to these 
objectives in the past several months, we think, and that hap- 
pened despite difficulties and obstacles most of which, inc- 
identally, have not been unexpected. But we have also reached 
a stage where more work is needed to achieve political maturity 
and a truly fair and sound system of government. Hence the 
importance of political parties and their inevitable con- 
tribution to the democratic process in the Kingdom. 

The call on parliament yesterday to debate the feasibility of 
reviving the political party system is a serious attempt by those 
Jordanian political activists who issued it to advance the cause 
of democracy further. Nobody is saying parliament should 
tomorrow endorse the call and enact legislation to legalise 
political parties. But it can and should at least open a debate on 
the subject. The country stands to gain a great deal from snch a 
good, and much-needed, exercise in serious political work.

But no doubt 
the visit and the talks are bound to yield fruitful results especially in 
areas of cooperation in industry, agriculture and technology. The* 
visit underlines the two countries determination to pursue efforts to 
bolster bilateral relations in all fields. 

The two countries have put an end to the isolation of Egypt in the 
Arab World and have embarked on a strategy of joint action with the 
aim of creating a new Arab situation, a unified power and a will for 
struggle and for confronting all challenges facing the Arab Nation. 
The visit will serve as a beacon for future Arab action and will lead 
the way for the other Arab states to aspire towards strength and 
unity. 


Al Diistour: Laying the foundations 


PRINCE HASS AN'S visit to Cairo which starts Saturday will cer- 
tainly give more momentum to the Egyptian-Jordanian relations 
which were restored recently, ft is a visit which lays the foundation 
stone for bilateral economic, trade and agricultural cooperation. The 
visit to Cairo by Prince Hassan also assumes importance not only 
because it is the first such visit by a Jordanian official to Cairo for 
years, but because of the full programme which is awaiting him in 
Egypt. Prince Hassan will hold talks with officials on economic and 
technical cooperation and will take steps, through forming joint 
committees, for the implementation of projects and joint ventures. 
We are sure that the visit will open the door for more trade between 
‘the two countries and pave the way for other Arab states to launch 
bilateral cooperation with Egypt, the visit should sene as an exa- 
mple of inter Arab relations and a hope for an end to disputes and 
differences among Arab governments. 


Sawt Al Shaab: Iranian failures on all fronts 


THE IRANIANS wailed seven whole months before launching a 
fresh offensive on Iraq, but were active ail along in making no secret 
of their .war preparations and determination to pursue their agg- 
ression. In fact, the Iranians were not able to launch the new off- 
ensive for fear of the consequences, since earlier offensives resulted 
in huge losses of men and materials. Tens of thousands of Iranians fell 
in the war. and the Iranian economic structure was almost ruined, all 
because the Iranian regime wants to pursue a personal glory which is 
out of reach. 

The Iranians have hesitated before starting the new offensive 
which has now been crushed by Iraq. This was due to failure by their 
leaders to draw a wedge between Iraq and its sister Gulf states 
following a call by Tehran for a meeting to discuss Arab-1 ranian 
relations. The Arab leaden; did not go to Tehran and the Iranians lost 
their first round of diplomatic offensive, and therefore opted for 
military action. 

But. on the other hand. Iraq was not idle during this time. It 
handled the diplomatic task quite skilfully and was as successful here 
as it has been in the battle front. Foreign analysts and international 
military strategists believe that Iraq is not only militarily stronger 
than ever before, bui also capable of dealing Iran a blow that would 
be devastating and would bring untold tragedy and sufferings for the 
Iranian people. 


Syria enhances its prestige by playing tough on Lebanon

DAMASCUS — Syria, fearful it 
might be bypassed in any set- 
! dement of the Arab- Israeli con- 
flict, hopes to enhance its prestige 
by taking credit for an ign- 
ominious Israeli withdrawal from 
South Lebanon, diplomats here 
say. 

The only frontline Arab state 
still promoting active resistance to 
Israel Syria feels especially vul- 
nerable following the restoration 
of full diplomatic ties between 
Egypt and Jordan last month, they 
say. 

It sees itself as the last rem- 
aining bastion of Arab nat- 
ionalism. committed to resist what 
it thinks are American attempts to 
draw more Arab countries into 
separate peace treaties with the 
Jewish state. 

President Reagan last month 
said his 1982 Middle East plan, 


which proposes self-rule in ass- 
ociation with Jordan for the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank and 
Ga za Strip, was still on the table. 
The plan ignores the Syrian Golan 
Heights, also occupied by Israel in 
the 1967 war. 

Syria's most potent weapon 
under present circumstances is its 
ability to sit out Israeli demands 
that in return for a withdrawal 
from Lebanon. Syria promises not 
to move its troops forward or 
allow Palestinian guerrillas to inf- 
iltrate. . 

Damascus insists the Israeli tro- 
ops should pull out of the South 
unconditionally and that the Isr- 
aeli government should not have 
won any strategic advantages from 
its 1982 invasion. 

It also refuses to countenance 
any role for the 2,000-strong 
Israeli-backed South Lebanon 
Army in policing territory eva- 
cuated by the Israeli regulars. 

"Syria holds a winning card. It 


knows the Israelis are going to 
withdraw anyway." one diplomat 
said. 

In an interview with the 
London-based magazine AI- 
Hawadeth last week, Syrian For- 
eign Minister Farouq Al-Shara 
said Israel had only two options — 
to leave without an agreement or 
face more attacks from the und- 
erground Lebanese Resistance. 

And on Monday night, Syrian 
Army Chief of Staff Hekmat AJ- 
Shehabi said his country was ready 
to send thousands of volunteers to 
help the resistance. 

Towards U.S. attempts to help 
arrange an Israeli pull-out, how- 
ever, the Syrians have recently 
shown some moderation, Arab 
and Western diplomats said. 

Syrian Foreign Minister Farouq 
Al-Shara told the independent 
Lebanese newspaper An-Nahar 
last week he had found some pos- 
itive American attitudes in recent 
talks in New York with U.S. Sec- 


retary of State George Shultz. 

An Israeli withdrawal, even if 
arranged by Washington, could be 
a major coup for Syria,” one dip- 
lomat said. 

Another concern for Syria is 
that the Egyptian-Jordanian ‘'all- 
iance” might encourage Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
Chairman Yasser Arafat to let 
Jordan speak on behalf of the Pal- 
estinians in any peace talks on the 
future of the occupied territories. 

Damascus is allied to. the anti- 
Arafat rebels who denounce the 
PLO chiefs flirtation with the 
Reagan plan and his closeness to 
Jordan. They want him removed 
from power or at least demoted to 
the status of one leader among 
many. 

Syria has already condemned 
Jordan’s decision to restore ties 
with Egypt, describing it as a vio- 
lation of Arab summit resolutions.

Ferraro focuses on arms control, ‘fairness’

AMES, Iowa — As Democratic 
vice-presidential nominee Ger- 
aldine Ferraro enters the final sta- 
ges of the 1 984 election campaign, 
she will undertake no major cha- 
nges in strategy and will continue 
to address issues "she feels str- 
ongly about.” 

Those issues include arms con- 
trol and fairness in tax policy and 
budget matters, says her deputy 
campaign manager. Charles Atk- 
ins. 

"She cares very, very deeply 
about these issues." said Mr. Atk- 
ins, who discussed the candidate’s 
plans during a recent campaign 
trip with her to Wisconsin. Illinois 
and Iowa. 

Mr. Atkins, who has worked 
closely with Ms. Ferraro since 
February, was deputy director of 
the Democratic platform staff. 
Ms. Ferraro served as chairwoman 
of the platform committee, which 
drafted the Democratic Party’s 
statement of goals and objectives 
adopted at its national convention 
in July. 

Asked if he had noticed changes 
in Ms. Ferraro’s campaign style, 
Mr. Atkins said "she has grown” 
in that role, adding: ‘‘Everyone 
will agree that she has grown.” 
He praised her stamina, which 
was well demonstrated during the 
Oct. 12-13 whirlwind campaign 
trip to the American Midwest 
immediately following her debate 
on Oct. 11 in Philadelphia with 
her Republican opponent. Vice- 
President Bush. 

Ms. Ferraro followed the most 
strenuous agenda of the four 
major national candidates that 
weekend, travelling to Madison. 
Wisconsin; Chicago and its nei- 
ghbouring suburbs: and Dav- 
enport. Des Moines and Ames in 
Iowa. Ms. Ferraro "has always 
drawn very enthusiastic crowds 


and responses.” said Mr. Atkins. 
"She says she feels a bond with all 
Americans and that they are sta- 
nding with her.” 

A sampling of reaction in Iowa 
bears. out the support that Ms. 
Ferraro is receiving from a. cross 
section of voters. 

Pat Decker-Forsmark, a gra- 
duate student in psychology, said 
Ms. Ferraro “stands for so many 
of the things that 1 believe in and 
that 1 want for our country.” 

“She stands for giving people a 
chance,” Ms. Decker-Forsmark 
said. "She stands for compassion. 
I am really worried about the nuc- 
lear threat. And I think she add- 
resses that well.” 

Ms. Decker-Forsmark said she 
would “feel very comfortable" 
should Ms. Ferraro one day bec- 
ome president, adding: “I get vety 
angry when people question that 
(the gender) aspect of it because 
we have women leaders in other 
countries who are doing quite 
welL” 

Marty Mineck, a university stu- 
dent in civil engineering, called 
Ms. Ferraro “a very good can- 
didate... who stands for the party 
very well.” 

“The reaction I get in this area is 
very strong (for Ms. Ferraro). She 
seems to come across well,’’ he 
said. 

Mr. Mineck said he was glad 
that Mr. Mondale chose a woman 
as a running mate. 

“ It showed a little spunk (cou- 
rage) mahis part.” Mr. Mineck 
added. 

He noted that he is a Rep- 
ublican and worked as a volunteer 
in the campaign of Republican 
President Gerald Ford in his uns- 
uccessful 1976 bid to return to the 
White House. 

Barbara Guenther, a 39- 
year-old divorcee who has ret> 
umed to college after many years 
in order to earn a degree in social 


work, said she “has been really 
turned on to (become interested 
in) women’s rights — not nec- 
* essarily women's liberation, but 
women's rights.” 

“And I just think ifs really 
•important for us to be doing som- 
ething tike this at this time — plus 
the fact I think she (Ms. Fenaro) is 
really terrific. I love the way she 
comes across,” exclaimed Ms. 
Guenther. 

Linda Curtis, a social worker 
with the county’ government in 
Des Moines, said Ms. Ferraro’s 
appeal in Iowa can be explained in 
part by the fact that women in the 
state were organised for the cam- 
paign two years ago of Roxanne 
Coni in, who ran unsuccessfully for 
governor on the Democratic tic- 
ket. 

“What that did,” she said, “was 
to really unify the women of Iowa. 
So we are still working on all of 
that enthusiasm... (Ms. Conlin) 
was obviously one of the ones who 
broke the way for women in top 
positions in politics.” 

Ms. Curtis observed that Fer- 
raro. as the running mate of Dem- 
ocratic presidential nominee Wal- 
ter Mondale, “is extremely well- 
suited to him personally. Their 
personalities and temperaments 
are very well-coordinated.” 

From a personal standpoint, 
Ms. Curtis said that she is very 
much interested in the kinds of 
things that a prosecutor would be 
interested in referring to Ms. Fer- 
raro’s earlier term as district att- 
orney in Queens County in New 
York. 

Ms. Ferraro and “ I have a lot of 
common interests — child abuse, 
for example, and crime, changes in 
ohe (legal) code and things tike 
that,” Ms. Curtis said. “ I think she 
is veiy much a rule-oriented per- 
son, which I am also. Although l 
am not an attorney. I think that 
she and I think the same way...

An Iowa public opinion poll 
completed Oct. 12 showed that 52 
per cent of all Iowa adults approve 
of the campaign Ms. Ferraro has 
been conducting for the vice- 
presidency, while 21 per cent dis- 
approve. 

The new poll also showed that 
Ms. Ferraro, a Catholic, received 
slightly higher marks from Iowa 
Catholics than from other Iowans, 
56 per cent of Catholics approved 
andl5 percent disapproved of her 
campaign. 

In the telephone survey with 
1,000 Iowans 18 years of age or 
older, Ms. Ferraro received a sli- 
ghtly better rating from men than 
from women. Men approved of 
her campaign. 54 per cent to 19 
per cent, while women approved, 
50 per cent to 23 per cent. 

Ms. Ferraro’s campaign got 
high marks from 25-to-39- 
year-olds, with two out of three 
approving, but low marks from 
those over age 65, with only about' 
one third approving. — USIA

Two new Spanish publications go for opposite reade

MADRID — Spain's first leftwing 
newspaper in 45 years and a new 
society gossip magazine are sha- 
king up the Spanish editorial 
world. 

Spaniards went to their news- 
stands this month to pick up the 
first issue of La Revista (the mag- 
azine), a slick monthly, and Lib- 
cracion. an unabashedly radical 
leftwing daily. 

La Revista featured coloui 
photo-stories on the goring to 
death of celebrated bullfighter 
Paquirri. surrealist artist Salvador 
Dali in hospital and crooner Julio 
Iglesias — who starred at La Rev- 
ise's gala jet-set launch. 

“The first run of 450.000 copies 
sold out overnight,” La Revista’s 
co-founder and editor Jaime Pen- 
afiel told Reuters. 

He said 70,000 more copies 
were rushed to the stands. 

La Revista is now Spain's 
second-biggest selling society 


magazine — 50.000 copies behind 
Hola, the glossy monthly which 
Mr. Penafiel edited for 20 years 
before starting La Revista. 

“ Hola is stuffy and outdated,” 
he said. “We are going to blast 
taboos on society reporting with 
bigger revelations about people's 
lives.” 

The latest arrival to Spain's thr- 
iving world of gossip magazines 
brought a quick counter-offensive 
from Hola. 

The magazine took out foil- 
page newspaper adverts telling its 
readers it had commissioned Julio 
Iglesias’ former wife Isabel Pre- 
mier to provide an interview “by 
the woman who knows him best.” 

In Spain, a country with a new- 
spaper readership level oae-fifth 
the European average, magazines 
like Hola and La Revista lure their 
audiences by digging into the lives 
of celebrities. 

From former Empress Farah of 
Iran recalling her love life with the 
Shah to the widow of gored bul- 


lfighter Paquirri sobbing in 
church, everybody in the public 
tight is fair game for the society 
glossies. 

Exclusives are often obtained 
through a system of payments said 
to entail huge sums — so much for 
a look at the castle bedrooms, so 
much for a story about a new rom- 
ance. 

The six main gossip magazine^ 
readership tops 2.5 million, just 
short of Spain's three million dafly 
newspaper readers. 

While La Revista was being sna- 
tched up by gossip-hungry rea- 
ders, thousands of youths danced 
-at an open-air rock concert in 
Madrid to celebrate the launch of 
the leftwing Liberacion. 

“We are going for readers who 
are fed up with the establishment 
press,” Liberacion’ s founder 
Andres Sore! said. 

He told Reuters that Liberacion 
stood to the left of Spain’s ruling 
Socialist Party and the paper took 


a firm stand against Spanish mem- 
bership in NATO. 

Liberacion is Spain’s first left- 
wing newspaper since the end of 
the civil war in 1939, when dic- 
tator Francisco Franco imposed 
strict press censorship. 

Mr. Sore), a leftwing activist 
who spent two years m exile in 
Paris during the Franco years, said 
the 28-page tabloid was closely 
modelled after the French leftist 
daily Liberation.

Controversial new laws 
seen as promoting 
Indonesian, democracy

JAKARTA — Controversial 
draft laws which fanned the flames 
of a Muslim riot in North Jakarta 
last month were drawn up to make 
Indonesia more unified and dem- 
ocratic, according to a senior gov- 
ernment politician. 

Sarwono Kusumaatmadja, 
secretary-general of the ruling 
Golkar Organisation, said five 
draft bills before parliament pro-, 
vided a framework for building an 
open society less likely to be div- 
ided by religion or race. 

Outlining Golkar’s views on the 
riot, in which IS people were k fi- 
led, Mr. Sarwono told Renters it 
was largely due to discontent in 
the poor dockland area of-Tan- 
jung Priok where life was hard — 
“like I suppose it is in Liverpool or 
Harlem”. 

But he said radical extremists 
had utilised this discontent to whip 
up violence because they felt they 
were losing ground in their str- 
uggle against the state ideology 
"ponca^la”. a major theme of the 
new draft legislation. 

He said it was possible that eit- 
her Muslim radicals or leftists 
using Islam as a cover wanted to 
create trouble in the hope of gai- 
ning a foothold as Indonesia gears 
up for a transfer of power from 
President Suharto in the next 10 
years. 

“Conditions being what they 
are, there is always room for any 
demagogue to come into their 
midst and rabble-rouse,” said Mr. 
Sarwono. younger brother of For- 
eign Minister Mochtar Kus- 
umaatmadja. 

He said the radicals whipped up 
powerful religious fervour similar 
to that in Iran but on a much sma- 
ller scale, and Iran-style ’ rad- 
icalism would not catch on bec- 
ause Muslim society in Indonesia 
was too varied. 

The riot was sparked by anti- 
government sermons in a mosque 
■accusing Gen. Suharto of being 
too close to the wealthy ethnic 
Chinese and Christian minorities 
and criticising aspects of the new 
draft laws as anti-Jslamic. 

Graffiti scrawled on a car during 
the riot accused Gen. Suharto of 
being an unbeliever, although lik e 
90 per cent of Indonesia's 1 58 mil- 
lion people, he is an active Mus- 
lim. 

Mr. Sarwono denied that the 
new legislation, which the gov- 
ernment hopes parliament will 
approve by mid-1985, was anti- 
Islamk. He said four-fifth of those 
backing Golkar, the do minant 
organisation in parliament, were 
Muslim. 

One of the most controversial of 
the new laws requires all parties to , 
adopt the state ideology pancasiia 
as their sole principle. 


i ’ . Mr. . Sarwono '-said tins, -would 
-help promote national. unity and 
democracy because it would make 
Indonesia's three political gro- 
upings open to all irrespective of 
race, religion or status. 

Pancasiia, which' means five 
principles, stands for belief in one 
God, national unity, bum- 
anitarianism, democracy and soc- 
ial justice. 

“Each political party should be 
a little Indonesia on its own,” Mr. 
Sarwouo said. 

The main opposition party, the 
United Development Party. 
(PPP), a coalition of Muslim gro- 
ups, recently complied and ado- 
pted pancasiia as its sole principle 
in place of Islam. 

But the move was unpopular 
among some Muslim activists, 
who were also dismayed at ano- 
ther draft law that would ban the 
PPP from using its emblem, the 
holy “ka'abah” buflding at Mecca, 
as its election symbol. 

A third law would make all civic’ 
groups adopt pancasiia, and some 
religious organisations disagree 
because they are against putting 
any ideology above their faith. 

A .fourth controversial measure 
in the draft bills gives the gov- 
ernment powers to disband groups 
which disturb the peace. But Mi. 
Sarwono said this had drawn cri- 
ticism and might therefore be 
amended to require a decision in 
the courts. 

Another draft measure would 
increase the see of parliament 
from 460 seats to 500 and boost 
the number of seats allocated to 
the armed forces 'from 75 to 100. 

Asked how long he expected 
the army to be in parliament, Mr. 
Sarwono said: “ We always want to 
acknowledge the army’s role in 
politics.” 

“That means having armed for- 
ces representation in par liament., 
rather than having them talre part 
in elections and rather than hav ing 
them stage coup tf etats.V 

He said the number of seats cor- 
responded to the' army’s power at 
a given point in time. 

“ I can only be thankful they are 
not bigger than that. In 1966 they 
were all-powerful and could do 
anything they wanted in.this cou- 
ntry,” he said, referring to the cru- 
shing by the mUitaiyqf an abortive 
Communist-backed coup. 

“ Wecannot let ourselves be pri- 
soners of classical .Western pol- 
itical theories which state that the 
army should not play- politics,” 
Mr. Sarwono said, “because in any 
developing countries the armyris a 
fact of life as far as politics is con- 
cerned.'' 

He said the army was a nec- 
essary force for unity and dis- 
cipline, although its role was lim- 
ited by the constitution. Indonesia 
would not become amilrtaiy dic- 
tatorship, he added: 
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Where do you import jameed for your mansaf?

AMMAN — A doc- 
umentary on Jordan's ability to 
develop and meet its basic 
needs and the social and pol- 
itical changes that have taken 
place since 1967 will be com- 
pleted for broadcasting on 
Hungarian Television (MTV) 
by tbs start of next year, said 
the Editor-in-Chief of the 
Hungarian Televisions' For- 
eign Politics and Documentary 
Films Dept, Mr. Alajos Chr- 
udinak on Wednesday in an 
interview with the Jordan 
Times. He has been in Amman 
making the necessary arr- 
angements for the doc- 
umentary. 

Jordan was vital element in' 
his six-part documentary “The' 
Origin of Civilisation”; which 
was about the importance of 
the Arab World in past history 
to the rest of the ancient 
World. The documentary,, 
.made' in 1968 when he was 30, 
involved filming in Egypt, Jor- 
dan, Iraq, Syria, and Lebanon. 
In Jordan most of the footage 
was taken in Petra, the Dead 
Sea, Jerash, and Zarqa. The 
sixth-part of the documentary* 
was about the people and cul- 
ture of the region just after 
June, 1967. 

* . 

Mr. Chrudinak explained., 
that the documentary was 
made to satisfy the curiosity of 
the Hungarian public who wan- 
ted to know more about the 
Arab peoples of Jordan, Pal- 
estine and other Arab cou- 
ntries that were at war with the 
Zionist state (in ’67), and' 
which were still in conflict with 
IsraeL The Hungarians, who 
were busy re-building ■ then- 
own country from the ashes- 
and rubble of World War n,: 
were obviously quite con- 
-ceraed and worried about the 
war-torn region and the highly 
explosive nature of the conflict 
between the “Zionist agg- 
ressor” and the displaced Pal- 


estinians and Jordanians about 
whom they had not beard 
much, nor completely - und- 
erstood. 

“The Origin of Civilisation", • 
Mr. Chrudinak continued, was 
a success in that it allowed 
many Hungarians to make a 
fair and just conclusion based 
on the facts documented is his 
work. 

Mr. Chrudinak, who is in 
Jordan for the fourth time, 
made his first documentary on 
Egypt, but it was his second 
documentary “The Origin of 
Civilisation” (made in 1968) 
that set him aside from the rest. 
Since then he has produced a 
total of thirty-nine doc-‘ 
umentaries, some of which, 
have won top honours at int- 
ernational film festivals. His 
awards include the N.Y. EMI 
Award and twice the Monte* 
Carlo Prix Nymphe cTOr. For 
over a quarter of a century he 
has travelled and covered the 
Arab World, and in the process 
he has talked with a great num- 
ber of 'Arab leaders. 


Mr. Chrudinak admitted 
that he had no initial, concrete 
reason to study the Arab social * 
sciences, but nevertheless he 
graduated from Eotvos Lorand 
University in Budapest with a 
Phd. in Arabic literature and 
history. His courses also inc- 
luded the Arab Language and- 
Islamic studies. His professor 
was the great Hungarian ori- 
entalist Sir Abdul Karim 
(Gyula) Germ an us. Later, at 
the same university, Mr. Chr- 
udinak taught Arabic literature 
and history, and in 1966 he sta- 
rted his work at the Hungarian 
Television. Since then he has 
conducted his research on the 
Arab World. 

Mr. Chrudinak, who came 
from a poor family and had to* 
study hard at school to get into 
college, is a man with a clear, 
and concise grasp of the reg- 
ions’ issues and facts. During 
the interview, he showed a 
deep, sincere concern for the 
Arab cause. He is a warm per- 
son with a lot to-say about a . 
cdld world: Tb bint everything • 


is related (in one way or ano- 
ther) to everything else, and be 
made this point clear by saying 
that you cannot take the Arab 
World and its problems wit- 
hout considering the rest of the 
world (and its many problems). 

“Every newsperson must 
have something to say. he has* 
to show the surrounding con-; 
tradictions of the world to an* 
audience in an honest and obj- 
ective way in order to show the. 
real world.” be said. 

“Siege” a documentary by 
Mr. Chrudinak and cam- 
eraman Mihaly Halasz, was an . 
example of Mr. Chrudinaks’ 
objective approach. It was 
made during the Israeli occ- 
upation of Beirut (1982), and 
was sold to over 28 countries 
( includin g Canada. France, 
and Switzerland). In the nearly , 
one hour-long documentary, 
Mr. Chrudinak did award- 
winning interviews with the 
Lebanese, President Amin, 
Gemayel, the late Falangist 
leader Pierre Gemayel, former 
- Lebanese President Suleiman

Franjieh, Mr. Yasser Arafat 
(Abn Am mar ) and a host of 
other political figures. It sho- 
wed the tragic bombing of the 
besieged city and refugee' 
camps, the evacuation of the 
PUD, as well as Israeli soldiers, 
fottjpst im p o rtantly the 

leless Lebanese fifed 
victims. 

Another interesting doc- 
umentary was “Oil War”, 
-which dealt with the on-going 
war between Iran and Iraq. 
The film reached into the heart 
of the question; "Quo prodest” . 
.(Latin for “Who Profits”). Its' 
daring camera work shot sce- 
nes of the war-zone and the 
war victims, mostly civilians, 
never, seen before in such a 
close and intense mann er. And 
it gave the viewer a closer look 
at the people leading the nat- 
ions at war — such as then Pre- 
sident of Iran Abolhassas 
Bani-Sadr and then bans’ Oil 
and Industry Minister Ah 
Akbar Moinfar, now a PoW in 
Iraq, and on the other side 
Iraqi Ministers of State. Using 
the international standard of 
52 minutes for T.V. doc- 
umentary news films it man- 
.aged to give a brief account of 
the misery of the then one- 
year-old war. Now, after a per- 
iod of reflection. Mr. Chr- 
udinak wfll turn to a lighter and 
more exciting subject: Jordan' s 
development 

“Jordan, which has little in 
natural resources, prospers 
well ... why? ... That is what I 
want to find out", said Mr. 
Chrudinak, referring to the 
documentary be is now wor- 
king on, and in which he hopes 
to Interview His Majesty Kiag 
Hussein, as well as the entire 
'“cross- sect ion” of Jordanian 
‘society. 

Mr. Chrudinak is returning 
home shortly to gather the equ- 
ipment and personnel nec- 
essary for his documentary on- 
Jordan. It will be an hour-long, 
and mil cost an estimated 
$43,000 dollars, which makes 
it inexpensive by Western sta- 
ndards but a small fortune in 


Hungarian Forints (around 2-5. 
million Forints if calculated at 
the official rate of 50 Forints to 
the U.S. dollar). But the 
government-owned Hungarian 
Television finances it, and ret- 
urns on sales of the doc- 


umentary to television stations 
abroad will go to future works. 

Filming is expected to start 
sometime in November or 
December, Mr. Chrudinak 
said, and enquiries can be

gary. 

Summing up his exp- 
ectations for his documentary, 
he told the Jordan Times, “...it

Democracy takes, on new 
sense in East-West

FRANKFURT — As East Ger- 
many celebrates its 35th ann- 
iversary, a small Leipzig pub- 
lishing house is promoting the 
product of unbroken cooperation 
with its West German neighbour. 

But while the cooperation has 
been untouched by frequent cha- - 
nges in political temperature bet- 
ween East and West, the int- 
erpretation of the word “dem- 
ocracy” is still causing headaches. 

■The project is a German dic- 
tionary, begun in 1 83 8 by the Bro- 
thers Grimm of fairy tale fame and 
completed by the National Sci- 
ence Academy in East Berlin and 
their West German counterparts 
■in Goettingen. 

. This year, ahead of celebrations 
to commemorate the 125th ann- 
iversary of Brother Wilhelm's 
death in December, a reworking 
of two of the original volumes is 
being published. 

But the division of work gave 
West German academics the vol- 
ume containing the word “dem- 
ocracy”, and their definition is not 
-fully appreciated by the East 
German publisher. 

In giving examples of uses of the 
word democracy, the dictionary 
quotes widely from West German 
newspapers, and refers both to 
West German election rules and 
the“ostpofitik” (the policy of det- 
ente with Eastern Europe that 
began in the late 1960s). 

“Although I am not a phi- 
lologist I am aware of our view of 
the world, and 1 would have cho- 
sen a different definition, but 


that’s only my modest opinion as 
publisher,” Heinz Kratz, director 
of S. Hirzel Verlag told Reuters at 
the Frankfurt Book Fair. 

“There is a common foreword 
to the first volume ... but that does 
not prevent the volumes con- 
taining different definitions due to 
social conditions or differing lan- 
guage usage,” he added. 

But apart from these linguistic 
differences; which Mr. Kratz is 
convinced will give historians in 
decades to come a rich source of 
material about the two German 
states, the cooperation has been 
■without problems. 

“We work along common gui- 
delines ... from both sides we get 
perfect work and on time. The 
cooperation is a real pleasure. I 
.don’t see any politics in this. It’s 
.just the academics looking for the 
proof of the meaning of a word, 
hfs linguistic research,” he said. 

The Brothers Wilhelm and 
Jacob had only reached the word 
“frucht” , German for fruit, before 
they died. But work continued 
without a break and 22 volumes 
were completed before World 
WarIL 

SiiKe then East Berlin and Goe- 
ttingen academics have completed 
the -final 10 volumes, first pub- 
lished in 1960, added a 33rd vol- 
ume containing a guide to literary 
source material and started work 
os revising the original Grimm 
volumes. 

The dictionary has 34,156 
pages and the 33rd volume alone 
.-has some 25,000 entries. 

But although the work is being 
carried'on in the tradition of the 


Grimm Brothers and craftsman in 
Leipzig bind the volumes in fine 
leather, photographic rep- 
roduction of the original pages 
and printing has been moved to 
Japan. 

“They achieve better film mat- 
erial and better printing than we- 
<*-»m- Some of the pages being rep- 
roduced are 1 00 years old, and the 
Japanese are just first class at 
that,” said Mr. Kratz. 

The arrangement proves adv- 
antageous. Payment for the pri- 
nting work has to be matched thr- 
ough other exports from East 
Germany to Japan. 

But Kratz added: “Itfs a purely 
commercial transaction. We are 
not just doing this in the interests 
of knowledge, as we are obliged to 
in memory of the Grimm Bro- 
thers, we are also doing it for eco- 
nomic reasons.” 

The book is not expected to be a 
best-seller, as the price of 3,200- 
marks ($1,050) is more than most 
members of the public are pre- 
pared to spend. Bul*Mr. Kratz sees 
a good market in universities in 
Germany and abroad or in cul- 
tural institutions like the West 
German-sponsored Goethe Ins- 
titute. 

One set has also been sold as a 
present for the Soviet ambassador 
in Bonn. 

Academics in West Germany 
have already hailed it as the book 
of the century and “a piece of 
German history”. 

Mr. Kratz added: “This imp- 
ortant, massive work on the Ger- 
man language ... is a national 
-monument.”

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China unveils a radical 
blueprint for its economy 


‘OPEC is in danger of being lost at sea’ 


PEKING (R)— China Saturday 
unveiled a radical blueprint for its 
economy, throwing out Maoist 
egalitarianism mid reversing 25 
years of leftist policies. 

The package of sweeping ref- 
orms announced after a week- 
long meeting by the central com- 
mittee of the Communist Party 
calk for an urgent reform of pri- 
ces, wages, industrial man- 
agement and the present rigid 
state control. 

The party resolution said the 
prices of many commodities did 
not reflect their value nor the rel- 
ation of supply to demand. 

But price rises must be int- 
roduced prudently because they 
affected every household, it 
added. 

At least 25 per cent of present 
state spending now goes on sub- 
sidies, but the government has 
been reluctant to tackle the issue 
head on because of fears about 
possible unrest. 

The resolution rejected the old 
concept of Maoist egalitarianism. 

“Egalitarian thinking is utterly 
incompatible with scientific. Mar- 
xist views on socialism," it ass- 
erted, 'standing the central policy 
of the late chairman Mao Tsetung 
on its head. 

Reflecting the views of Chinese 
leader Mr. Deng Xiaoping, the 
architect of the country's growing 
prosperity, the party said: “If 
common prosperity were und- 
erstood as absolute egalitarianism 
and simultaneous prosperity, not. 
only would this be impossible, but 
such thinking would lead to com- 
mon poverty." 

The party meeting is the most 


important since a similar plenum 
in 1978 .when Mr. Deng and bis 
more moderate followers threw 
out the ultra-leftist economic pol- 
icies of the 1966-76 cultural rev- 
olution period and’ instituted a 
programme of rural reforms. 

Mr. Deng, 80, has said he exp- 
ects the party’s new direction to 
-herald a revolution that alters the 
lifestyle of urban workers as rad- 
ically as the rural reforms imp- 
roved the life of the country's 800 
million peasants. 

The strongly-worded party 
document says that after 1957 
“leftist deviation! sm” resulted in 
good ideas aimed at developing a 
socialist economy being regarded 
as capitalist. 

Mr. Deng was twice purged dur- 
ing the cultural revolution as “a 
capitalist roader." 

The document underlined that 
development would be within the 
framework of a socialist economy. 

“Socialism does not mean pau- 
perism, for it aims at the eli- 
mination of poverty," it declared. 
“The economic restructuring sco- 
red great achievements first in the 
countryside ...” the resolution sta- 
ted. The focus should now switch 
to big industrial changes. 

China how had more than one. 
million urban firms producing 
over 80 per cent of state revenue, 
it said. 

“This means that the-- ent- 
husiasm, initiative -and creativity 
of the urban enterprises for pro- 
duction and operation, as well as 
their 80 minion workers and staff 
members, must be brought into 
fill! play,” the party declaration 
said. 


The remedy was to lift what it 
called the excessive and rigid state 
control over enterprises, give 
management freer rein and wor- 
kers more incentives. 

It called for a strengthening of 
the party apparatus to cany out 
the reforms, but warned that err- 
ors could hardly be avoided and 
that the “corrosive influence of 
capitalist ideas?’ should be com- 
batted. 

• The party said it should enc- 
ourage a new spirit of enterprise 
and “overcome snch forces of 
habit as complacency, mental slu- 
ggishness, fear of change and con- 
ventionality." 

The central committee doc- 
ument — ■ issued to correspondents 
by the foreign ministry — said the' 
reforms would be carried out step 
by step and should be basically 
accomplished in about five years. 

It called for the continuation of 
C hina’ s policy of opening to the 
outside world. The use of foreign, 
funds and establishment of joint 
ventures with overseas companies 
was a necessary and beneficial 
complement to the socialist eco- 
nomy, the resolution said. 

China is in the middle of a giant 
modernisation programme and is 
encouraging foreign companies to 
invest here, offering special inc- 
entives for technology transfer. 

With the scrapping of ega- 
litarianism, China should provide 
an economic safety net for those 
people and areas that were not 
well off, the resolution said. 

Some people would get better 
off before others but they were all 
on the road to common pro- 
sperity, it added.

There are signs the 13 -members 
group could seek close coo- 
peration from non- members- to 
reduce output and bead off a 
slump in oil prices. 

OPEC (Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries) con- 
firmed Friday it would hold the 
emergency meeting following 
price cuts this week by non- OPEC 
members Britain and Norway, fol- 
lowed on Thursday by OPEC 
exporter Nigeria. 

Speaking to the Nicosia-based 
Middle East Economic Survey 
(MEES), Saudi Arabian Oil Min- 
ister Ahmad Zaki Yamani made 
dear he was fighting to maintain 
OPECs official prices. 

“I am strongly confident that 
the OPEC exporters, together 
with those non-OPEC producers 
who are co-operating with us. are 
in a position to defend the present 
official price, and we will prove 
this very soon," he told the usually 
well-informed newsletter. 

Kuwaiti Ofl Minister Ali A1 
Khalifa A1 Sabah told MEES: “By 
restricting our production we can 
counteract the present market 
weakness very easily, particularly 
in view of the expected increase in 
demand with the onset of winter 

MEES said it had learnt that a 
group of oil ministers from some 
OPEC and non-OPEC countries 
was due to meet next Monday to 
try to draw up a plan for cutbacks 
that would defend the existing 
price structure. 

“The production plan agreed 
upon by the countries taking part 
in these consultations is expected 
to provide a solid basis for the suc- 
cess of the full OPEC ministerial 
meeting on Oct 29," MEES said. 


Sources dose to OPEC in Vie- 
nna said that the organisation 
could take the unprecedented step 
of inviting non-OPEC producers 
to the Geneva meeting. 

Oil traders said the key issue to 
be thrashed out by OPEC min- 
isters is differentials — the price 
gap between light and heavy crude 
oils. 

Last week’s unilateral cuts mai- 
nly affected fight crudes, which are 
priced $3 a barrel more than 
heavy oils in the current OPEC 
price structure, with a benchmark 
price of $29 a barrel for Saudi 
Arabian light crude. 

One Gulf trader said: “OPEC 
now faces intense pressure to adj- 
ust differentials’*. 

Mr. Clifton Garvin, chief exe- 
cutive of the giant U.S. ofl group 
Exxon, said recently that the ind- 
ustry was undergoing long-term 
structural changes in the type of 
oil needed, and in patterns of oil 
trade. 

“The demand for long-haul 
light crudes has been decreasing as 
ali the incentives in the market 
favour the heavier grades," he 
said. 

When they meet the OPEC 
ministers will try to shore up the 
price structure established in an . 
agreement in March 1983. It took 
them a month to hammer out that 
deal, which cut the OPEC marker 
price by $5 a barrel a day. 

Analyst Daniel Yergin of Cam- 
bridge Energy Research Ass- 
ociates in the United States said 
the crisis facing OPEC this time 
was much worse than in the pre- 
vious emergency in 1983 which 
led to the establishment of the cur- 
rent price structure. 

“It is going to be tough this time 


to hold things together," he said. 
“OPEC is in danger of being lost 
at sea.” 

Egypt appeals for 

cooperation 

Meanwhile. Egyptian Ofl Min- 
ister Abdul Hadi Kandeel cut 
short a U.S. visit because of the 
turmoil in the oil markets and 
appealed Saturday to all exporters 
to cooperate in preventing a fall in 
prices. 

Egypt’s Middle East. News 
Agency quoted him as saying that, 
if all adopted a unified policy, the 
market would recover. 

He gave no clue to whether 
Egypt, exporting some 300,000 
barrels daily, would join a round 
of price cuts and trim its present 
quote of $28 a barrel, beyond 
promising a decision in a few days. 

“The world market is victim of 
auctioneering aimed at reducing 
oil prices ... Egypt will make its 
appropriate decision in line with 
its national interests within the 
next few days." he said. 

Mr. Kandeel said: “1 appeal to 
oil producers to follow a unified 
policy to counter the cutback in 
prices ... if such a policy is fol- 
lowed, the prices will be inc- 
reased." 

He said he had cut short a for- 
mal visit to the United States to 
follow the situation. 

Egypt is not a member of OPEC 
and sets prices each month on the 
basis of its own reading of the 
market. 

. Oil traders considered it likely 
that Egypt would follow non- 
OPEC Norway and Britain in cut- 
ting prices. 

Market analysts said, however, 
that the Egyptians have a political 
interest in lining up with other 
Arab producers such as Saudi 
Arabia.

BARCELONA. Spain (R) — 
French and Spanish government 
ministers resumed talks Saturday 
on European Community enl- 
argement and other issues against 
an embarrassing background of 
the sinking of a Spanish trawler by 
an Irish gunboat. 

Spanish officials described the 
incident, which highlighted one of 
the biggest' -problems in Spain's - 
planned accession to the ' 10- 
nation bloc, as a tremendous pol- 
itical embanassment. 

“The incident is serious and sad. 
and above ali tremendously ino- 
pportune politically,” Spanish 
foreign ministry spokesman Mr. 
Fernando Schwartz told reporters. 

He said Foreign Minister Fer- 
nando Moran had expressed grave 
concern over the incident and 
would issue a statement after get- 
ting a full report. 

The sinking of the 330-toB 
Sonia after a five-hour chase mir- 
rored a similar incident on March 
7 when the French navy shelled 
two Spanish boats fishing illegally 
in community waters, sparking a 
row between Paris and Madrid. 

Spain has a Larger fishing fleet 
than any community country.

The 
miners origmaFdemand was' that 1,000 rupees ($85) be given as ex 
gratia paymentTto all employees. Central government regulations 
limit the level of such payments, which are given in lieu of bonuses. 
The mines account for about 10 per cent of national coal output. 


NEW YORK (R) — Conflicting 
U.S. economic data and the imp- 
lications of plunging oil prices 
have confused Wall Street and 
currency exchanges where dealers 
predict a continuing fall for the 
dollar. 

“Who knows where things are 
beaded," one analyst said. “There 
are too many chances to fall.” 

Wall Street experienced its 
.third busiest day on record Friday 
but stock .prices closed little cha- 
nged. 

The dollar closed lower in New ' 
York, but trading was thin and- 
marked by nervous fluctuations. It 
ended at 3.0680 West German 
marks compared with 3.0965 on 
Thursday. 

But the decline helped sterling 
which closed .at $1.1940 com- 
pared with $1.1870 the day bef- 
ore. 

Declining -oil prices stirred 
hopes on Wall Street that the U.S. 
economic growth would continue 
and lessen inflation. 

The dollar was meanwhile pus- 
hed down by signs that U.S. int- 
erest rates would drop — meaning 
lower returns for holders of the 
currency. 


Many currency traders said they 
were still looking for a clear trend 
for the dollar. 

“Things are just popping too 
quickly and too erratically for 
anyone with a right mind to want 
to commit much at this stage." one 
analyst in New York said. 

The dollar ended at 25300 
Swiss francs after 2 53 70 on Thu- 
rsday and 24730 Japanese yen 
against 24830. . . * 

“I think the doflar is on the way 
down now," one trader said. 

But others believed that only 
the fear of intervention by the 
Bundesbank. West Germany’s 
central bank, was keeping the dol- 
lar below 320 marks. 

“I'd say that right now, they 
(investors) are 90 percent worried 
about the Bundesbank and 10 per 
cent worried about interest rates,” 
one dealer said. 

A further complication for fin- 
ancial markets was Sunday’s deb- 
ate between President Reagan 
and Democrat Walter Mondale. 
Mr. Reagan fared so poorly aga- 
inst Mr. Mondale in their Oct. 7 
debate that investors said they 
were waiting until Monday to 
commit themselves to a Reagan 


reelection. 

“ If Reagan sags like he did last 
time. I'm not counting on a Rep- 
ublican victory any more." one 
Wall Street analyst said. 

While Mr. Reagan is ahead in 
opinion polls, analysts say the 
stock market could become ner- 
vous if he loses on Sunday. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. economy 
slowed to an annual growth rate of 

2.7 per cent in the third quarter, 
the weakest pace since the country 
began emerging from recession in 
late 1982, the Commerce Dep- 
artment said Friday. 

The expansion during July to 
September followed a robust first 
half wheD the Gross National Pro- 
duct (GNP), which measures the 
nation’s total output of goods and 
services, bounded forward at an 

8.8 per cent annual rate. 

Friday’s figure was sharply 
down on the department’s earlier 
provisional estimate of 3.6 per 
cent annual GNP expansion in the 
third quarter. 

A price measure linked with the 
GNP showed inflation remained 
relatively mild in the third quarter 
at an annual 3.6 per cent.

IEA stands by forecart 

On the other hand, the Int- 
ernational Energy Agency (IEA) 
said Friday it stood by its view that 
non-Communisi world demand 
for crude oil would rise in the last 
quarter of 1 984 despite failing pri- 
ces over the past few days. 

Forecasts published by the IEA 
earlier this month pointed to rising 
consumption in the non- 
Commumst world and room in the 
market for higher supplies of 
OPEC oil. 

An tEA spokesman said Fri- 
day: “We have not changed our 
views since our last market report 
was published in early October." 

The IEA, which groups 21 lea- 
ding Western oil-consuming cou- 
ntries, does not forecast OPEC 
production. 

But ofl industry sources said 
data published by the agency's 
secretariat showed OPEC pro- 
duction could rise to at least 18 
million barrels per day (h/d) in the 
fourth quarter without flooding 
the market. 


The current official output cei- 
ling is 175 million b/d. 

In its oil market report at the 
end of last month, the IEA said it 
estimated OPEC production in 
the third quarter to the end of Sep- 
tember at 16.8 million h/d. 

OPECs own experts predicted 
last month that demand for its oil 
could rise to 1 83 million b/d in the 
last quarter of 1984. 

Commenting on latest market 
developments the IEA spo- 
kesman said: “The recent changes 
in North Sea oil prices seem to be 
in pan market adjustments to 
reduced demand for lights and the 
upgrading of refineries to handle 
heavier crude has been an imp- 
ortant factor behind this down- 
grading in values.” 

He was refering to the slide in 
prices on the Rotterdam “spot" 
or free market for light crude oils 
rather than oil prices in general. 

The spot market price for light 
crudes has been between $1 and 
$2 a barrel below official prices 
since early summer. Spot prices 
for heavy crudes had been up to $ 1 
higher than official contract prices 
since earlier in the year, the spo- 
kesman added. 

- This was due in pan to changes 
in oil refining techniques that had 
increased demand for cheaper 
heavy crudes at the expense of 
light grades produced by Britain. 
Norway and Nigeria, he said.

SAN SALVADOR (R) — The deaths of four Ame- 
ricans working for the Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) in an air crash in El Salvador Friday has 
shown the extent of overt and covert U.S. aid to the 
Salvadorean government. 


mention the crash. Residents near 
Guazapa said by telephone there 
was a storm during the night and 
they heard nothing. 


The U.S. State Department sta- 
tement said after the crash: “the 
airplane's mission was to assist in' 
locating and identifying shipments 
of arms and ammunition from 
Nicaragua to the guerrillas in El 
Salvador.” 

Washington supplies a million 
dollars a day. 55 military advisers, 
discounted military equipment, 
overseas training and an aerial 
spying battalion based in Hon- 
duras to support the Salvadorean 
government in the war it has been 
fighting against left-wing gue- 
rrillas for the past five years. 

The CIA operation was not 
previously known here. 

The reason behind the U.S. act- 
ion is the Reagan administration's 
belief that the rebels are supplied 
by Nicaragua in pursuit of its goal 
to extend Communism thr- 
oughout Central America. 


U.S. embassy spokesmen dec- 
lined to say from where the air- 
craft came or what type it was. In 
Washington, the State Dep- 
artment said it was chasing a plane 
believed to be carrying supplies 
for the rebels. 

The guerrillas say they buy their 
arms on the international market. 
Residents on the southeast coast 
have told reporters supplies have 
arrived by sea from Nicaragua, but 
some of the world’s most sop- 
histicated spying equipment has 
failed to detect a single shipment. 

The CIA plane crashed in the 
cra ggy guerrilla stronghold of 
Guazapa Volcano, about 50 kil- 
ometres south of the Honduran 
border and 200 kilometres west of 
the Nicaraguan border. 

The clandestine guerrilla radio 
stations Farabundo Marti and 
Venceremos Friday night failed to 


The brief U.S. statement said: 
“During the early morning hours 
of Oct. 19 an unarmed civilian air- 
craft under contract to the U.S. 
government and the government 
of El Salvador crashed into a 
mountain near San Salvador while 
flying during heavy rains with veiy 
limited visibility.” 

It continued: “The airplane was 
operating under a programme 
which had been fully authorized in 
accordance with applicable pro- 
cedures, including notification to 
the responsible committees of the 
Congress. 


“The airplane was crewed by 
four U.S. citizen civilian * emp- 
loyees of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. There were no survivors. 
Next of kin have been notified.” 
Meanwhile some 2,500 Sal- 
vadorean troops have penetrated 
deep into northeastern guerrilla 
strongholds in the first major ope- 
ration since peace talks last Mon- 


day, military sources said in San 
Salvador Friday. 

Both sides at the talks said the 
war would go on and that the issue 
of a cease-fire had not been raised 
in the first direct contact between 
the government and leftist gue- 
rrillas in five years of civil war. 

The military sources said local 
Third Brigade troops were joined 
Thursday by*he elite U.S.-trained 
Adacatl Battalion, a parachute 
battalion and 14 of the country's 
21 troop-carrying helicopters in a 
sweep through Morazan province 
expected to last at least three days. 

Guerrilla Radio Venceremos 
said that in the early hours of Thu- 
rsday, helicopters staged a landing 
in guerrilla-held areas “with the 
aim of destroying Radio Ven- 
ceremos ...but Radio Venceremos 
continues broadcasting to our 
people as it will until it broadcasts 
from San Salvador' 1 . 

The radio said the guerrillas had 
<2 hours warning of the operation 
from intelligence sources and 
were fighting the army on all 
fronts. Casualty figures were not 
available. 


Spanish trawler sinking 
after Irish gunboat attack 


DUBLIN (R) — A Spanish tra- 
wler was sinking Saturday after an 
Irish gunboat fired almost 600 
rounds during a five-hour chase 
off the southern Irish co3St, the 
Defence Ministry said here Sat- 
urday. 

The 16 crew of the trawler 
Sonia were picked up unharmed 
by rescue helicopters and a pas- 
sing West German ship. 


Friday morning when the Aisling 
spotted the Spanish ship in Irish 
waters and sent ; a boarding party. 

It said the party was unable to 
go on board because of rough seas 
and the unpredictable course of 
the Spanish ship, which ignored all 
internationally-recognised ins- 
tructions to heave to. 


A Defence Ministry statement 
said the fishety protection ship 
Aisling fired 596 rounds from 
small arms and 20-mm cannon 
during the chase. 

It said shots were fired directly 
at the trawler when it made rep- 
eated attempts to ram the Aisling. 

The Defence Ministry said the 
chase was called off when the 
Sonia entered British waters bec- 
ause of fears that there would be 
casualties if the firing continued. 

Five hours later British Coa- 
stguards reported that a Spanish 
trawler named Sonia was sinking 
off the coast of South west Eng- 
land. 


Warning shots were first fired 
over the trawler but then aimed at 
the Sonia when it repeatedly tried 
to ram the Aisling, the statement 
said. 

“During the ramming attempts, 
the Aisling fired shots into the ves- 
sel 1 s bow and at the structural part 
of the vessel's bridge,” the sta- 
tement added. 

In Madrid, the state news age- 
ncy EFE quoted the Spanish 
Ambassador to Dublin. Luis Jor- 
dana De Pozas, as saying he had 
tried in vain to talk to the Sonia's 
captain by radio to order him to 
stop engines and surrender to the 
Irish Navy. 


Shipping sources said three 
crewmen picked up by the West 
German vessel Achat had con- 
firmed they were from the same

A spokesman for Lloyds Shi- 
pping Intelligence said the 330- 
ton Sonia was last reported still 
afloat but sinking. 

The Irish Defence Ministiy said 
it would take up the incident with 
Spanish authorities. 

The Defence Ministry gave no 
details of why the Sonia was cha- 
sed but said the incident began 


“The fishing vessel not only ref- 
used to take the call but also att- 
empted to ram the Irish patrol 
boat,” he was quoted as saying. 

A spokesman for the Sonia's 
owners. Pesquera Ondarrutarra 
Sa of Ondarroa, told reporters the 
Santander-registered trawler had 
left port on Oct. 11 “bound for 
European Community free wat- 
ers." 

Meanwhile Spanish Foreign 
Minister Fernando Moran Sat- 
urday said he was gravely con- 
cerned over the sinking of a Spa- 
nish fishing trawler by an Irish 
gunboat.

When you are missing 
three cards in a suit including 
the king, the finesse is the 
percentage play. However, tf 
you have reason to believe 
that the finesse can’t win. 
any other line is better. 

Although it probably 
wouldn't have made any dif- 
ference to the final contract, 
we are not enthused with 
South's decision to reopen 
with a one spade overcall. 
That virtually gave up on any 
chance of reaching a heart 
contract. A reopening double 
is the standout choice. Also, 
North's refusal to act at the 
one-level is pusillanimous. If 
he felt he was too weak Tor a 
takeout double, surely little 
harm would befall a one 
spade overcali. 

West led the king of clubs 


LOSING FINESSE 

and declarer’s prospects 
were dismal. He seemed to 
have a sure loser in diamonds 
and heurLs even if the king of 
diamonds would furnish a 
discard, and then there was 
the trump suit to contend 
with. 

The trump finesse would 
normally be the odds-on play, 
but W’est surely held the 
king because East, who was 
marked with diamond length, 
quite probably would have 
been able to respond over 
one dub if he had a king as 
well. So declarer gave up on 
a trump finesse for the com- 
bined chance or either drop- 
ping a singleton king of 
spades off side or an end 
play. 

If West held the guarded 
king or spades, he could not 
have more than two hearts 
- the bidding had marked 
him with at least five clubs 
and four diamonds. So 
declarer won the ace of clubs 
and immediately led a low 
diamond. .West went in with 
the ace and continued with 
the queen. 

Declarer won the king in 
dummy, discarding a heart 
from hand. He ruffed a dia- 
mond, ruffed a club on the 
board, then crossed to the 
ace of trumps to ruff his last 
club in dummy. To set the 
stage for West’s demise, 
declarer cashed the ace-king 
of hearts and exited with a 
trump to West's king. With 
nothing left but minor suit 
cards. West was forced to 
give declarer a ruff- §luff and, 
with it. his doubled contract. 


Accord gives islands to 
Chile, sea to Argentina 


SANTIAGO (R) — Chile and 
Argentina have published their 
Beagle Channel treaty under 
which Chile gains control of three 
islands at the mouth of the dis- 
puted waterway and Argentina is 
granted large areas of sea. 

Col. Ernesto Videla, head of the 
Chilean negotiating team at talks 
mediated by Pope John Paul, gave 
derails of the draft treaty on tel- 
evision here Friday night as Arg- 
entine Foreign Minister Dante 
Caputo made a similar broadcast 
in Buenos Aires. 

The two sides signed a pre- 
liminary peace document at the 
Vatican on Thursday, but hours 
later the atmosphere of rec- 
onciliation was marred when 
Chile accused Argentina of firing 
shells at its territory in the cha- 
nnel. Argentina denied the cha- 
rge. 

CoL Caputo said Friday night 
the proposed settlement involved 
give and take by both sides but 
preserved Argentina’s major obj- 
ectives. 

If approved by the governments 
of the two countries, the “treaty of 
peace and friendship" will end a 
century-old dispute which bro- 
ught the two sides to the brink of 
war in December 1978 — a con- 


flict averted only by the Pope’s 
offer to act as mediator. 

The text made no mention of 
Argentina's controversial “bi- 
oceanic principle” which states 
that Chile's j ursidiction at the sou- 
thern tip of South America should 
be confined to the Pacific and 
Argentina's to the Atlantic. 

Diplomats said the accord all- 
owed the Argentine government 
to maintain that the principle had 
been respected while leaving the 
Chilean government free to tell its 
citizens that it had been ignored. 

The draft treaty also covers a 
sovereignty dispute at the mouth 
of the Magellan Straight, settles 
navigation rights through the 
maze of channels in the area and 
sets up a commission to promote 
economic cooperation and int- 
egration between the two nei- 
ghbours. 

It establishes a complex series 
of mechanisms to resolve future 
disputes, ultimately through int- 
ernational arbitration. The treaty 
provides for the Vatican and Swi- 
tzerland to play a role in this pro- 
cess. 

Another clause says the two 
countries’ overlapping sov- 
ereignty claims in the Antarctic 
are not affected by the treaty.

Landslide wipes out north 
China village killing 50

PEKING (R) — A landslide wiped 
out a small village in northern 
China this month, killing 50 pea- 
sants and leaving only one sur- 
vivor, the official China Daily 
newspaper reported Saturday. 

In a front page report, the paper 
also said 40,000 people had been 
evacuated in the centre of the 
country because of floods. 

It said floods had hit eight Chi- 
nese provinces in the last three 
months. Typhoons, hail, storms 
and landslides caused casualties 
and damage to crops in several 
parts of southern China. 

One landslide in northern 
China's Shaanxi province tore 
through a small village in the sub- 
urbs of the city of Tongchuan in 
October killing 50 people and 
only one member of the village 
survived, the paper stated. 

It said more than 2.000 people, 
including troops, worked for 24 
hours in an attempt to recover 
people from the debris. 

In the central province of 


Hubei, five people died in recent 
floods when the Hanjiang River 
burst its banks. At least 40,000 
people were evacuated from their 
homes. 

The paper quoted Yao Shaoyu, 
deputy head of the relief bureau at 
the Civic Affairs Ministry, as say- 
ing the state had spent more than 
320 million yuan (SI 20 million) 
on relief work so far this year. 

This was more than half the 
total allocated, he added. 

He said that more than 11 mil- 
lion hectares (27 million acres) of 
farmland had been flooded in the 
past three months in eight pro- 
vinces. 

They ranged from Heilongjiang 
in the north east near the Soviet 
border to Sichu an in the southwest 
and the coastal areas of Jilin and 
Liaoning. 

Three strong typhoons in late 
August and early September kil- 
led 34 people and injured 278 in 
southern China, according to Chi- 
nese press reports.

Mondale seeks dismissal of CIA chief 


WASHINGTON (R) — Dem- 
ocratic presidential candidate 
Walter Mondale has demanded 
that President Reagan fire the dir- 
ector of the Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA), following the dis- 
closure of a CIA-produced man- 
ual for Nicaraguan guerrillas. 

Speaking to reporters Friday 
outside his north west Washington 
home, where he is preparing for a 
crucial Sunday night debate with 
Mr. Reagan focussing on foreign 
policy, he said the leaking of the 
manual, which advises ass- 
assination among other tec- 
hniques, damaged the CIA. 


“This and other steps compel 
me to make one of three cha- 
llenges to the president today," 
Mr. Mondale said. “The first is 
that he fire Bill Casey as the dir- 
ector of the CIA before the Sun- 
day debate." 

Mr. Reagan has ordered an off- 
icial CIA investigation into the 
manual which was intended for 
rebels fighting the left-wing Nic- 
araguan government. Adm- 
inistration officials have said the 
booklet was prepared by an ove- 
rzealous CIA consultant. 


Mr. Mondale said in his remarks 
about the manual: “What we have 
is action by the CIA that injured 
that crucial agency, hurt our int- 
erests in Central America and str- 
engthened the forces against us in 
that region." 


The 44 -page documenr, written 
in Spanish, discusses what gue- 
rrillas should do to gain control 
over areas. It says that if it is nec- 
essary to shoot a citizen, the action 
should be justified by saying the 
victim was an informer. It also says 
it may be necessary kill official 
targets such as policemen and jud- 
ges. 

Calling the manual” a profound 
embarrassment for our country," 
Mr. Mondale said it appeared to 
violate presidential directives for- 
bidding the U.S. to employ or 
become involved in assassination. 

He said the document raises the 
question of whether the adm- 
inistration is trying to overthrow 
the Managua government. He also 
challenged Mr. Reagan to detail 
his personal knowledge of the 
manual and to define his overall 
motives in Nicaragua. 

Mr. Reagan and Mr. Mondale 
face each other Sunday in a tel- 
evised debate on foreign affairs 
which could have a decisive effect 
on the Nov. 6 presidential ele- 
ction. 

Opinion polls said Mr. Mondale 
won a first debate on domestic 
affairs on Oct. 7 in which the 
73-year-old Mr. Reagan's stu- 
mbling performance focused 
media attention on his age and 
mental sharpness. 

Mr. Reagan, a conservative 
Republican, has lost ground to the 
liberal Mondale in the polls since 


the first debate but is still favourite 
to win the election, with a lead of 
nine to 25 per cent over bis rival. 

The most optimistic Dem- 
ocratic advisers say the odds aga- 
inst Mr. Mondale winning are very 
long. But the Mondale camp can 
point to two underdog candidates, 
Hubert Humphrey in 1968 and 
Gerald Ford in 1976, who almost 
beat similar odds. 

A Washington Post- ABC poll 
suggested that 30 per cent of i 
voters had not decided finally who 
to choose as president and that the 
debate would help many to make 
up their minds. 

The campaign has become inc- 
reasingly acrid in the run-up to the 
debate, which will take place in 
Kansas City. Missouri, at 8 p.m. 
(midnight GMT) Sunday. 

Mr. Reagan has reminded vot- 
ers of the humiliating Iran hostage 
crisis during the Carter adm- 
inistration, when Mr. Mondale 
was vice president, and quoted his 
rival as being “baffled" by the 
Soviet invasions of Cze- 
choslovakia and Afghanistan. 


“But then, so much baffles 
him,” Mr. Reagan added. 

Mr. Mondale has scoffed at Mr. 
Reagan's foreign policy com- 
petence in ways that draw att- 
ention to his age, calling the pre- 
sident “confused" and “out of 
touch with reality" on such global 
issues as nuclear arms controL 


Norway has developed as centre for 
secret oil trade with South Africa 


OSLO (R) — Norway has dev- 
eloped as a centre for shipping oil 
to South Africa, a trade shrouded 
in secrecy because of the risk of 
being seen to be propping up apa- 
rtheid, shipping industry analysts 
say. 

Although the trade is legal, the 
businessmen behind the deals, 
ship brokers, agents, managers 
and shipowners, will only talk on 
condition they remain ano- 
nymous. 

They relate tales of secret com- 
munication codes, oil tankers with 
names painted out to avoid ide- 
ntification and the open flouting 
of an oil boycott by Middle East 
nations against South Africa. 

“If we didn't do it, somebody 
else would and we are not bre- 
aking any laws, so the trade no- 
urishes,'' one ship broker said. 

Attempts by the United Nations 
to introduce a mandatory oil emb- 
argo on South Africa have failed, 
but many nations, including Nor- 
way, have vowed not to supply it 
with their oil. 

Black South African Bishop 
Desmond Tutu, who is due here in 
December to collect the 1984 
Nobel Peace Prize, has called for 
stronger economic sanctions aga- 
inst his homeland as the main way 


the world can help to bring about 
the downfall of the apartheid. 

A Norwegian Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said, however, the 
government would merely dam- 
age Norway’s important shipping 
industry if it alone imposed a total 
oil trade embargo since other cou- 
ntries would lake its place. 

“ It is up to the (United Nations) 
Security Council to introduce a 
total embargo, but it would have 
little effect if we boycotted South 
Africa completely.” he said. 

- The Amsterdam-based Shi- 
pping Research Bureau, an anti- 
apartheid group monitoring shi- 
pping to South Africa, said earlier 
this year that Norwegian oil tan- 
kers could have discharged some 
35 per cent of the republic's needs 
in the IS months to January 1983. 

And it accused. Norwegian shi- 
pping companies, which own 
seven per cent of the world's tan- 
ker fleet, of secretly shipping 
Middle East oil to South Africa 
despite an embargo imposed by 
the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC). 

So the deals are generally con- 
cluded in strict secrecy, although 
one industry source says an Oslo 
broker openly advertised a cargo 
of oil to South Africa earlier this 


month. 

The easiest way to transport oil 
to South Africa is to give a false 
destination for the vessel con- 
cerned, or to simply say it is hea- 
ding for a certain continent, wit- 
hout specifying where. 


■Another common method is for 
vessels to load oil in the G ulf area, 
then transfer their cargo at sea to 
other tankers that sail to and from 
South Africa, without having to 
call anywhere where their des- 
tination could cause objections. 

The vessel that carries the oil to 
South Africa is the most vul- 
nerable, the sources say, and ela- 
borate security ' procedures are 
used to make it virtually disappear 
off the map. 

Ships' capLains are bound to 
report their course to the owners, 
but this is usually done by coded 
telex message. 


Ami-apartheid groups monitor 
the movement of vessels near 
South African ports, so the vessels 
often near their destination at 
night, unlit, with the ship's name 
painted out. 

Traders in Oslo say the majority 
of South Africa's oil needs come 
from the Middle East, but Eur- 
opean ports are also used. 


Washington, Kremlin stake positions in pre-talk manoeuvres

LONDON — Both superpowers 
jostled for position this week in a 
slow, plodding series of man- 
oeuvres designed to get them back 
eventually into arms control talks. 

The pace suggested high cau- 
tion, continuing suspicion, and a- 
realisatkm there may still be a tong 
way to go in reviving the Easi- 
West dialogue, senior Western 
officials said. 

On both sides, European allies 
cheered from the sidelines. Com- 
munist and NATO diplomats joi- 
ned in we Icom ing what they saw as 
a softer tone in public from both 
Moscow and Washington. 

Many Western analysts believe 
the Soviet Union has been looking 
for a face-saving way back to the 
negotiating table since late June, 
when h offered talks strictly lim- 
ited to space weapons, a bid res- 
isted by the United States. 

Despite several pointed ove- 
rtures from Moscow, including a 
major statement by President 
Konstantin Chernenko published 


on Wednesday, Western arms 
experts are still wary, unsure how 
far and how fast Kremlin leaders 
are prepared to go. 

The White House welcomed 
Mr. Chernenko's “constructive 
tone" but said it found no basic 
change in Moscow's policy and 
firmly ruled out “paying a price" 
for reopening negotiations. 

Mr. Chernenko, in an interview 
with the Washington Post, for- 
ecast a real shift in relations if agr- 
eement could be reached on “at 
least some" of Moscow’s pro- 
posals for an arms agenda. 

He listed demilitarisation of 
outer space, a total nuclear freeze, 
approval of unralified treaties set- 
ting limits on underground nuc- 
lear explosions, and U.S. action in 
matching a Soviet pledge not to be 
the first to use nuclear weapons. 

These were all old demands, 
and West European officials were 
quick to join Washington in rej- 
ecting the nuclear freeze and the 
suggested commitment to abjure 
the use of nuclear weapons. 

They said outer space and und- 
erground testing might be subjects 


for negotiation, but the proposals 
were imprecise. 

Some of the conditions Looked 
like positions taken by U.S. Dem- 
ocratic Party presidential can- 
didate Walter Mondale, fueling 
speculation that the Soviet leader 
■was trying to influence a foreign 
policy debate between Mr. Mon- 
dale and President Reagan Sun- 
day. 

Mr. Reagan is expected to ans- 
wer Mr. Chernenko, and Western 
Officials said this could speed up 
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the process while the two gov- 
ernments stake out bargaining str- 
ategy in what is widely seen as a 
pre-negotiating period. 

Veteran analysts noted a war- 
mer tone and markedly fewer pol- 
emics in U.S.-Soviet exchanges in 
the last few weeks, and said the 
pace seemed tr be quickening, 
with both sides apparently seeking 
an acceptable negotiating format. 

Some European diplomats said 
it was possible contacts on arr- 


anging an arms meeting would 
start seriously soon after the Nov. 
6 U.S. election. 

Mr. Chernenko said Moscow 
“will not be found wanting” if Mr. 
Reagan really wanted to neg- 
otiate. and a White House spo- 
kesman answered “they will find 
us ready" for concrete discussions. 

Mr. Reagan observed that “ We 
have to live in the world logeLher" 
and on Thursday Secretary of 
State George Shultz said he tho- 
ught Moscow wanted a continuing 
dialogue and concrete results. 

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko, who met Mr. Reagan 
three weeks ago, has set Lhe tone 
for Soviet media by saying Was- 
hington should prove its sincerity 
in pressing for new talks. 

Western officials believed it 
could prove significant that Mr. 
Chernenko dropped previous- 
demands for the removal of U.S. 
cruise and Pershing-2 rockets 
from Europe as a precondition for 
the reopening of missile neg- 
otiations. 

Moscow ended talks on 
medium-range and strategic mis- 


siles when the first of the U.S. 
weapons reached Europe last 
November. 

This week also brought pointed 
calls from West and East Eur- 
opean leaders for a resumption of 
talks. Diplomats said this added to 
what they described as a positive 
build-up of momentum. 

Romanian President Nicolae 
Ceausescu teamed up with West 
German Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
in a “let's talk" appeal in Bonn, 
and Hungarian leader Janos 
Kadar and French President Fra- 
ncois Mitterrand made a similar 
plea in Paris. 

East German leader Erich 
Honecker joined the chorus dur- 
ing a visit to Finland, and NATO’s 
Secretary General Lord Car- 
rington said talks starting with 
space weapons might be the way 
to lure Moscow back to neg- 
otiations. 

In Washington, Anns Control 
and Disarmament Agency Dir- 
ector Kenneth Adelman said the 
Reagan administration was ready 
for “some very substantial tra- 
deoffs" if arms talks reopened.

67, passed his annual 
executive medical checkup which 
he said included a treadmill stress 
test, a cardioscan and a scan of the 
blood vessels. A military officer 
said Mr. Marcos cancelled a trip to 
Leyte for ceremonies marking the 
Oct. 20, 1944 landing of 174,000 
soldieis led by U.S. Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur. The military officer 
said the trip was cancelled for an 
unexplained "security reason” 
rather than bad weather. 




NEW DELHI (R) — Landowners 
in eastern Orissa state are evading 
land reform programmes by swi- 
tching ownership of some of their 
land to cattle or family gods, the 
Press Trust of India (PTI) news 
agency said Saturday. It said a 
university study carried out in Ori- 
ssa had found that the landowners 
also transferred land to relatives 
and used false names to avoid hav- 
ing to surrender their property to 
landless peasants. The land ref- 
orm programme, established by 
the central government but adm- 
inistered by the states, provides 
ceilings on how much land ind- 
ividuals can own.
